USS TIA, or Mufcovy, lying partly in 
Europe and partly in 4ffa, is bounded on 
the North by the Frozen Sea; on the Eaft 
by Chinefe Tartary ; on the South by the 
Calnucks, Cuban Tar tary, Georgia, the 
Palus Meotis, Lefer Tartary, the Euxine 


and Cafpian Seas; andon the Weft by Poland and Sive- 
den, In Length, from Weft to Eaft, it is 1500 Leagues; 
B 


and 
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and in Breadth, from the Euxine Sea to the known Parts 
of Nova Zembla; above 600; extending from 47 De- 
grees of North Latitude, beyond the Arétic Circle. 

It is called Ruffa from the Refi, or Rufi, an antient 

People fo named from the Word Roja, which fignifies 
Difperfion, bećaufe they lived without any Form of Go- 
vernment. Mu/covy is fuppofed to be derived from Mes 
fech, the Son of Japhet ; but with little Foundation. 
The Mufcovites place the Creation, which ufed to be 
their common Æra, above 1500 Years before all other 
Chriftians, without afligning any Reafon for fo doing. They 
began their Year with the Firft of September, which 
they kept with great Solemnity, till forced by Authority 
to do otherwife ; becaufe it was more likely, they thought, 
that God created the Earth with its Fruits in full Perfec- 
tion, than covered over with Snow, as it is with them 
in our Spring Months. The longeit Day in the South of 
Mufcovy is fifteen Hours and a half; and in the North, 
they have continual Sun for two Months. 

‘The Air in the Winter is fo exceffively cold towards 
the North, that many feel its Effects by the Lofs of their 
Hands, Feet, and Nofes : Which Misfortune is the more 
jneyitable, if they come too haftily near a Fire; but 
Snow put upon the Part will prevent it. Water {prink- 
led upwards will freeze before it comes to the Ground ; 
Birds will fall down and die, and Men, travelling in 
Sledges, come frozen to Death into the Towns. ‘The 
Snow and Ice are on the Earth generally 9 Months in 
the Year. ‘The Ice in the Rivers is above 5 Feet thick, 
and continues till fome Time after the Snow is gone. 
From Augu/} till May, during this cold Weather, every 
Body is wrapt in Furs. The Land is very barren, except 
towards Poland, where they have feveral Sorts of Grain 
in great Plenty ; and from the extreme Heat immediate- 
ly following the Cold, they have their Harveft in Fuh, 
tho’ the Land is not ploughed till May. ‘The Soil needs 
no Dung, the Snow fupplying the Place of Manure. 
They have fome very good Fruits. Authors mention an 

ordinary Plant, found near Samara, Aftracan, and 
Cafan; which grows in the Shape ofa Lamb. ‘They af- 
firm, that the Grafs withers near it, as if eaten by it 3 
that when it is ripe the Stump grows dry, a nd the Fruit 
is

is covered with a hairy Skin, refembling Wool, which be- 
ing prepared,makesa good Fur Lining. TheWolvesdevour 
it, becaufe it is like a Lamb, and it is ufedas a Bait to mie 
them. The Mu/covites name it Bonnaretz, that isLittle Lamb 

M. Cornelius le Bruyn {peaks of a kind of Goofeberr s 
with which the Woods about Mofow are full, called 
Coftenitfa, of a very pleafant acid Tafte, and which i 
eaten with Honey or Sugar, like Strawberries. There is 
a Sort of them, called Bru/mit/a, larger than the other 
great Quantities of which are ‘carried to Mofcows where 
the Ruffans put them into Casks of Water all the Sum- 
mer, and then draw from them a very refrefhing and 
pleafant Liquor, efpecially when fweetened with Honey 
and Sugar. The fame Author {peaks of an extraordinary 
Sort of Turnips, of various Colours and furprizing Beau” 
ty; fome purple, fome grey and white, and fome. yel- 
lowith, ftreaked with Vermillion. Thefe he found amon 
the Samoieds. 

Ruffia abounds with Forefts, Lakes, Pools, and De- 
arts; affording Plenty of Wild-Fowl, Fih, and Furs 
for Clothing. There is a moft prodigious Plenty of 

Wild Game, and in particular one Sert of Hares, which 

every Winter turn as white as the Snow on the Ground 

and in the Spring become of the fame Colour with our 

Hares in England. Near Petzora, a Province in the 
North of Mufcovy, they take a Fih, called Mora, with 

the ‘Teeth of which they make Handles of Knives and 

Scymetars. The Lakes in this Country ar? chiefly occa- 

fioned by the melted Snows: Thofe of Ladora and Ond- 

ga, near Finland, are two of the largeft in Europe. The 
numerous Swarms of Gnats and Flies here produced dur- 
ing “the intenfe Heat; make the Summer-Seafon anon 
as troublefome as the Winter.: The chief Towns in this 
vail Empire are, Moftow, Peterfourgh, Woladimer, No- 
gorod, Smolenfko, Cafan, Bulzar, Aftracan, Woloeda 
Refan, Jerflaw, faw, Arth- Angel, “and 


communicates its Name to the whole Country 

s uated on a River of the fame Name, in çs De- 

grees 30 Minutes of North Latitnde, on a gravelly, Soil 
and in a wholfome Air, almoft in the Center of the 
eit Part of Ruffa. It is divided into four Parts; Ca- 
B2 taigorody 
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taigorod, where the Czar’s Palaces ftand ; Czargored ; 
Skerodum; and Strelitza Slaboda. In the lat were for- 
merly. the Quarters of the Strelitzes, who were eftablifh- 
ed Forces, like the fanizaries among the Turks. There 
were wont to be about 20,000 of them quartered in Mo/- 
cow, for the Czar’s Guard. Thefe four Parts are fepa- 
rated and encompaffed by: three Walls, befides that of the 
Imperial Palaces; the firft of red Bricks; the fecond of 
white; and the third of Earth, fupported on each Side by 
Planks of Fir. This Wall, tho’ 15 or 16 Miles in Cir- 
cumference, is faid to have been raifed in four Days, on 
a Report of the Approach of the Cham of Crim Tartary. 
Mo/cow was founded in the Year 1334, and once confift- 
ed of 40,000 Houfes; but was taken, and almoft burnt 
down by the Tartars, in 1572. The, Polanders took it 
alfo in 1611. It was again burnt in 1668, and fuffered 
greatly by Fire in 1699, 1701, 1707, and 1737. But 
it loft the mot Inhabitants at the Building of Peter/- 
burgh, by the great Numbers whom the Czar Peter oblig- 
ed to refide there. From the vaft Number of Churches, 
with Cupola’s, Steeples, and Croffes, gilt and varioufly 
painted at the Top, and the Gentlemen’s Houfes, all with 
Gardens and Court-yards, Mo/cow has the Appearance, 
ata Diftance, of one of the fineft Cities in the World ; 
but does by no Means anfwer the Traveller’s Expeétation 
when he comes within it, the Houfes being built of 
Wood, for the moft Part very meanly. The Boyars, or 
Mufcovite Noblemen, and a few Perfons of Condition, 
have fome handfome Houfes of Stone; but the Streets 
are laid with Fir Timber, and the Walls and Fences are 
likewife of Wood. 'Thefe wooden Houfes are moveable, 
and fold ready made; and indeed, from the many Fires 
that happen among them, often owing to their Drun- 
kennefs, and their Negligence in putting out the lighted 
‘Tapers about the Pictures of their Saints, not only here, 
but in every other Town in Raffa, they have too fre- 
quent Occafions to go to Market. In the Year 1688, 
there were 3000 Houfes burnt; but they were, in the 
Opinion of a French Author then on the Spot, little better 
than the Hogfties in France. Captain Perry fays, * It is 
common in Mo/cow, when a Fire begins, efpecially in 
the Summer Seafon, to have it fpread on all Sides, eae 

urn 
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burn on fo furious, that there is no ftanding before it. 
The Rvfés, in hopes to put a Stop to it, pall down the 
wooden Houfes and Fences, tho’ they often. have: not 
Time to carry them off, but as they lie- om- the 
Ground, give a T'rain to the Fire ; fo ‘that he has known 
it, inlefs_than halfa Day’s Time, when there has been 
a Gale of Wind, burn above a Ruf Mile in Length, and 
eftroy many thoufand Houfes, without ¢iving the Inha- 

itants Opportunity to carry off the tenth Part: of. their 
Goods: ‘This has often brought many People tothe laf 
Degtee of Poverty, ‘and me- great Caufe’ that. the 
Ffoules appear fo poor in Moftow, when they cannot raife

336,000 5. It is 19 Feet high, 23 in Diameter, 64 in 
Circumference, and two in Thick ief}. - It lies where it 
fell in-the Fire, inthe Year 1701. It could not be raif- 
ed by lefs than 100 Men, and that ufed to be only. upon 
extraordinary Occafions, as when the Czars thought fit 
to fhew themfelves to their People, whofe Ignorance 
made them imagine, that the Prefence of their Sovereion 
aufed that Agitation they felt in their Bodies, which 
was the mere Effect of the Motion the Air was put into 
by this Bell. It ufed alfo to be ftruck upon former- 
ly when the Czar went to bed to the Great Dutche/;, 
to warn the People to pray for the Conception of a Prince; 
for they made but little Account of a Daughter. 

The great Church of Saboor is 96 Feet in. Length: 
The Dome is fupported by four large Pillars; and here 
they thew a Picture pretended to be painted by St. Luke 
and Chrif’s Garment upon which the Soldiers caft Lots, 
concerning which they relate feveral idle Miracles. One

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Church here was looked upon as fo magnificent by Fohz 
Bafilowitz the Tyrant, that he ordered the Eyes of the 
Architeét, who built it, to be put out, that he might ne- 
ver contrive fuch another. Mofcow abounds no lefs in 
Brandy-fhops than in Churches, there being at leaft 
4000 Cabacs,, or Houfes where ftrong Liquors are 
fold. 

The Hiftory of this extenfive Country, which was a 
great Part of the antient Sarmatia, is fo clouded with fa- 
bulous Relations, thro’ the profound Ignorance of its 
People, in Times paft, (who were forbad, on Pain of 
Death, to go out of their own Country, or even converfe 
with Foreigners, without Leave of the Prince or Patri- 
arch,) that it is almoft impoflible to arrive at any Cer- 
tainty with regard to the antient State of it. We only 
know that they were formerly under the Government of 
feveral diftin& Princes, and many petty Dukes, till re- 
duced to the Obedience of one Monarch. 

I thall go no farther back for an Account of the pre- 
fent Imperial Family of Mu/rovy, named Romanoff, than 
to the Grandfather of the Czar-Perer I. His Name was 
Michael Feedorowitz: Romanoff, the Son of Feodore Niki- 
tit% Romanoff, Patriarch of Mufcowy, who married a near 
Relation of Jobn Baflowitz the Tyrant, and had by her 
this Son. He was proclaimed Czar in the Year. 1613, 
reigned 32 Years, and dying Anno 1645, was fucceeded 
by his Son Alexis Michaelowitz, Father to the Prince 
whofe Life we now give the Publick. 

Peter the Great was born the 11th of June 1672, of 
Natalia Carilwna Narafkin, a fecond Wife. His Fa- 
ther, a little before his Death, when Peter was fearce five 
Years of Age, declared General Menefius, a Scotch Man, 
his Goyernor ; -a Perfon well qualified for that Em 
ment, being thoroughly acquainted with the Aff 
Europe, and {peak ng perfectly well. all the Ew 
Languages, But the Commotions raifed, a few Ye: 
after, by the Princefs Sophia, obliged him to retire, and 
Peter thereby loft.the Benefit of fo able a Preceptor. 
Yet we fhall fee, that from the Strength of his natural 
Genius, unaffifted by any of thofe Accomplifhments 
which other Princes acquire by Education, he was able 
to furpafs them all; to conquer foreign Countries; to 


new 
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new form his own; and, unpolifhed as he was at firft 
himfelf; to polifh others, who were but one Degree re- 
moved from Savages. 

The Inclination of this young Prince to Military Ex- 
ercifes began to fhew itfelf very early : He was pleafed, 
in his Infancy, with beating the Drum: He would not 
amufe himfelf, asa Child, with a vain Noife, but to 
learn one of the Funétions of a Soldier, which he did ef- 
feétually, in fo muchas fometimes to give Leflons to 
others. 

Alexis Michaelowitz left 8 Children at his Death, Æa- 
zo 1676, Two Sons, Theodore and Fokm, and 4 Daugh- 
thers, Sophia, Catharine, Mary, and Sediaffa, were by his 
firt Wife; and one Son and one Daughter, Peter and 
Nate avna, by a fecond Venter. Theodore, his 
eldeft Son, fucceeded him ; but he being of a weak 
Conftitution, every one believed his Reign would be of 
fhort Continuance. 'ThePrincefs Sophia, a Lady of great 
Spirit and Penetration, forefeeing this, contrived Means 
to get out of the Convent in which fhe was placed ; not- 
withitanding the fettled Cuftom, at that Time, obliged 
the Female Lfue of the Czarian Houfe to pafs their 
Lives unmarried, in fuch Confinement. She pretended 
amore than ordinary Affection for her Brother, and 
complained vehemently of her Unhappinefs, in being 
reftrained from vifiting a Perfon whom fhe loyed fo ten- 
derly’: When he was in the Fits of his Diftemper, fhe 
fent every Moment to enquire how he did; and let no 
Occafion flip of teftifying the great Grief fhe felt, in be- 
ing obliged to be abfent from him. By thefe Methods, 
having prepared the Way for what fhe defigned, fhe 
left her Convent, under Pretence of adminiftring to her 
Brother in his Sicknefs, which fhe did with great Affi- 
luity, fuffering no one to come near him, or give him 
any Medicines but herfelf. 

Thus fhe infinuated herfelf into the good Opinion of 
the Grandees ; and won the Hearts of the People by her 
affable Behaviour. Being refolved never more to return 
to Confinement, fhe concluded the beft Way would be 
to make herfelf abfolute Miftrefs ; which Defign not be- 
ing to be carried on without a confiderable Number of 
Adherents, fhe pitched upon Prince Bafil Bafilerwick 

B4 Gal- 
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Galliczin, as the fitteft Perfon to be the Chief of her 
Party. 

This Prince was a Man of grêat Quality, defcended from 
the lait Duke of Lithuania of the of Fagelon. The 
Courtiers, at firft, {eemed fatisfied with her Choice, imagin- 
ing that he w ould only have the Name of Chief Minifter, 
but fhare the Power with them : But Gallic in, who 


had more cunning than half the Mu/covite Nobility put 


together, found Ways to manage all Affairs as he pleated, 
during the Reign of Theile. who dying fuddenly in 
the 22d Year of his Age, Anno 1682, named Peter, his 
y youngeft I Brother, by a different Mother, his Succeflor to 
the Throne ; į thinking his Brother Fobn, who was great- 
y afliĉted with the Falling-Sicknef fs, unfit for Govern- 
ment. Peter, then not above ten Years of Age, was ac- 
cordingly proclaimed Czar. The Princefs Sophia, who 
had before a large Share in the Regency, could not be well 
pleated to fee Jobn thus excluded the Throne, which fhe 
looked upon as his Right; and, having engaged Cou- 
vanfi*, the General of the Surelitzes, and m nany of the 
Boyars ae Clergy to her Side, refolved to fet the Crown 
upon his Head. 

The more eafily to see her Defign, a Report 
was induftrioufly {pr ead, that the Czar Tibeoline had been 
poifoned by his Phyficians, atthe Inftigation of fome at 

elm, whofe Names were whifper’ d about; and, 

the more fron gly to exafperate the Strelitzes, fhe raifed a 
Rumour, that a “Defign had been formed, to have mix- 
ed Poifon with the Brandy and Beer that was to have 
been given them at Theodore’s Funeral, if fhe had not pre- 
vented it. ak and many of the principal Ofi- 
cers, being before thoroughly engaged in the Defign, 
and the common Men thus incented, they foon took an 
Oppe ortunity to give Vent to their Fur ry: They began 
with the Murder of the two Phyficians, who admini 
itered Phyfick to the deceafed Czar: They cut in Pieces 
feveral of the chief Officers of the Crown, who were 

marked out to them for Deftruétion ; and threw others 


* An Officer fomewhat like the Aga of the Fanizaries, a- 
mong the Turks, or the Prefed of the “Pratorian Band under the 
Seman Emperors, 

over 
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over a Ballufrade, on the Top of the Palace, upon 
the Soldiers Pikes, which they held upright’ on 
Purpofe to receive them: And, in this favage Man- 
ner, they continued their Outrages for feveral Days, till 
the Peopl e, to put a Stop to their Bar barity, proclaimed 
TF ohn, in Conjunétion with his Brother Peter. 

The Princefs Sophia having gained her Ends, and, both 
the Czars being very young, got the Adminiftration into 
her own Hands, it was hoped that all Troubles would 
ceafe: But Couv vanfi continued: to let loofe. his Strehtxes 
againft all that were not of his Party in Mo/cow, from 
eos the Imperial Family were retired into the Trozt-

mult was over. Princefs Sophia, in hopes of foothing 

this Madman Couvanfki, fent her Compliments to him, 

with cue for the Zeal he had fhewn in revenging 

Death of her Brother: But pai hada quite different 

ffeét from what fhe expected; for Couvanfki, after all 

R ing, Pl mdering, and even jo aen as the moft 

ble Boyars with Impunity, upon receiving this 

Submiflion, as he called it, from the Princefs, imagined 

there was nothing that he might not attempt, even feiz- 

on the Crown itfelf. He onein and perhaps 

hely, that the Szrelitwes were at. his Devotion to a 

Man ; fome out of Gratitude for his tate aving indulged 

them in plundering the City, and others in hopes of 

making their Fortunes by a Revolution. He endea- 
di to raife in them a Contempt for both the Czars ; 

n on Account of his Infirmities, and for Peter on 

int of his Youth, He added, that Peter, as he grew 

sht be fubje&t ‘to his Brother's Diftempers ; and 

there was no Profpett of feeing a Prince on 

‘hrone, who would have any perfonal Merit or Cour 

rage. He determined, in fhort, to pufh his Fortunes.; 
and thinking he fhould the better accomplifh his Defigns, 
if he could make an Alliance with the Ce garian Family, 
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he propofed a Marriage between his Son and the Prin: 
cefs Catharine, younger Sifter to Sophia. But this was 
looked upon as the Height of Infolence and Prefumption. 
Sophia knew that fuch an Alliance would not only en- 

_ danger the Safety of the young Czars, but that her own 
Authority had more to fear from the Ambition of Cou- 
vanfei, than from any of thofe great Men fhe had al- 
ready caufed to be murdered: She therefore thought it 
high Time that he too fhould be difpatched, and punifhed 
for thofe Crimes to which fhe herfelf had confented. To 
get him within her Power, fhe came to a Refolution of 
celebrating, in the Troit/fky Monaftery, the Feaft of St. 
Catharine, whofe Name the Princefs bore, by whom 
Couvanfei flattered himfelf with vain Hopes of fixing the 
Crown of Ruffia in his own Family. 

Notice was given every where of the intended Feaft, 
and all the Baars invited to Court, particularly Cox- 
wanfei, who yet continued his Cruelties at Mofcow,which 
the Princefs artfully feemed to approve of. Inthe mean 
Time, 200 Horfemen were order’d to way-lay him in 
the Road to the Troit/ky Monaftery, who feized on him, 

nd carried him into a Houfe that was at Hand, where 
his Sentence was read without any Examination or De- 
Jay, and both his own and his Son’s Heads taken of at 
the fame Inftant. 

The Strelitzes, at firt, were ftruck fpeechlefs with 
Aftonifhment ; but recovering out of their Surprize, they 
grew furious, running up and down, and exclaiming a- 
gainft the Government, who had deprived them of their 
Chief and Father: They protefted unanimoufly, that 
they would take Vengeance on his Murderers, and all 
their Adherents, of what Degree or Quality foever. 
They poffeffed themfelves of the Arfenals and Ammuni- 
tion, and feem’d to threaten a general Deftruéction. The 
Court, perceiving the Danger, raifed the other Forces, 
who bore an implacable Hatred to the Srre/itzes, and 
commanded all the German Officers to repair to the 
Troitfey Monaftery. Every one readily obey’d his Or- 
ders, leaving their Wives and Children ; notwithftand- 
ing they had Reafon to fear their Families would be ill 
ufed by the Szredirzes, for their giving this Proof of their 
Loyalty. The Germans dwelt in the Suburbs of Mo/comw, 

whie 
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whither the Stre/itxes immediately ran, in their Fury, 
to butcher all they met with ; but were reftrained by 
fome of the oldeft among them, who reprefented, that 
if they fhould put the German Wives to the Sword, their 
Hufbands would think of nothing but Revenge. The 
German Officers, tho’ for the moft Part raifed from pri- 
vate Centinels, were by much the better Soldiers ; for 
the Strelitzes were but an undifciplined Mob, and little 
able to ftand againft any regular Force ; and their 
Hearts now finking, they began to make Offers of Peace, 
which they found the Court ready to grant. In order to 
obtain it, they firft kill’d their Colonels and other Of- 
ficers, and then fent Mefiengers to Court to implore Par- 
don. The Czars came immediately to Mo/cow, accom- 
panied by the Nobility and German Officers: And the 
Strelitzes meeting them, proftrated themfelves upon the 
Ground, and begeg’d for Mercy. The Czars making a 
Sign that they forgave them, the penitent Soldiers con- 
dutted them to their Palace, pouring forth Tears of Joy, 
to fee their Sovereigns in fo mild a Difpofition. 

The fame Day Prince Bafil Galliczin was created 
Grand Chancellor, and Wrenimienk, or Temporary Mi- 
nifter of State ; in which Poft never any Man before 
him governed with fo great Authority. He was one of 
the ableft, and moft polite Men in Mujcovy; under- 
ftood the Latin Tongue well, converfed much with Fo- 
reigners, and was the only Man of Quality who would 
entertain, without forcing his Company to drink to Ex- 

s. Brandy, which flowed at every other Table, was 
feldom feen at his, who never drank any himfelf. 

He had little Value for infignificant Men of great 
Birth, and preferr’d none but thofe he thought worthy 
of the Polts they were to fill; thus beftowmg moit of 
the principal Offices of State without confulting the In- 
terefts of particular Families. The Hatred this drew on 
him, did not hinder him from exerting his Authority, 
and ordering every ‘Thing for the Advantage of his 

na 
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mands granted, 
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The Jnperiali/ts and Poles beingengaged ina War with 
the Turks, and the firft having endeavoured, without Ef- 
fect, to get the Mu/covites to make a League with them, 
the Poles took Occafion to propofe a general Peace, and, 
to bring over the AMu/covites to their Side, fent an Em- 
bafly to Mo/cow, where, after divers Conferences, they 
came to an Accommodation. The Poles gave up their 
Pretenfions to the Ukraiz, the Dutchy of Smolenfko, and 
other Territories conquered by the Mu/covites; - and the 
Czars obliged themfelves to make War upon the Precops, 
and oppofe their Incurfions into Poland. 

The Mufcovites, upon this, fent Ambafladors to all 
the Courts of Chriflendom, to animate them againft the 
Turks. They themfelves prepared to take the Field, 
and enter the Crim. Prince Galhcxin named feveral 
Lords, as fit for the Command in this Expedition ; but 
was told, on all Hands, that no one could be fo capable 
as himfelf. This Honour he would very willingly have 
declined, judicioufly fuppofing he fhould find great Dif- 
ficulties in the Enterprize, the ill Succefs of which 
would be laid at his Door : Knowing befides, that the 
Army he was to command, tho’ formidable in Num- 
bers, was only a Multitude of undifciplin’d Peafants, 
with whom he could never undertake any daring Ac- 
tion to come off with Honour. He forefaw too, that 
his Abfence might be more prejudicial, than the Con- 
queft of the Crim could be of Advantage or Glory to 
him; and that thofe who infifted moft on his taking this 
Charge;—did it only out of Jealoufy, and on purpofe to 
ruin him. 

The Crim isa very fruitful Peninfula, encompafied 
partly by the Waters of the Euxine Sea, and partly by 
thofe of the Palus Maotis. ‘The Tartars of this Coun- 
try have for many Ages been in ftrict Alliance with the 
Grand Signior, and tho’ the Cham has the Title of Em- 
peror, yet he is little better than a Slave to the Osroman 
Porte. But as much as they are Vaflals them{elves, they 
had formerly obliged the Muftovites to pay an annual 
'Fribute to them, and inferted in the Articles of Peace 
thefe difgraceful Terms: “ That the Czar fhould hold 
“ the Stirrup of their Cham, and feed his Horfe with 
s Oats out of his Cap, if they fhould chance at any 
s ‘Time to meet.” The 
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The Mufcovites determining to fend a numerous Army 
into this Country, and having provided Generals for 
all the Forces ; in order to raife Provifions and Ammu- 
nition for them, every Houfe was taxed at a Rouble * 
each, which amounted to an immenfe Sum.. Prince 
Galliczin having obtained the Favour of making his Son 
Collegue with him in the Chancellorfhip, fat out to join 
the Army. 

The general Rendezvotfs was in the Ukrain, in the 
Country of thofe Cofacks who are independant of the 
Hetiman, and commanded by Polkowniks or Colonels, 
The Hettman drew together his Troops at Cartlich, and 
on the firft of May 1687, they took the Field with an 
Army of 300,000 Foot, and 100,000 Horfe, Not be- 
ing able however to pafs farther than Kercheke/a, on 
Account of a prodigious Drought, which had burned 
up the Grafs for 50 Leagues round, they returned to the ` 
River Marle, where they waited for Orders from Mo- 
cow to difband their Army. Prince Galficzin, to excufe 
himfelf, threw the Blame of this Mifcarriage upon the 
Hettman, Juan Samuelerrick, and accordingly wrote to 
Court for Orders to depofe him: Which being come, 
Galliczin caufed the Hettman to be feized at Midnight, 
by thofe very Szrelitzes which he had defired for his 
Guard. He was carried bound in Cords to a Place 
called Chatra, or the Tent of Juftice, which in all the 
Ruffian Armies is pitch’d in the General’s Quarters. 
The Prince fummoned all the Officers and Noblemen to 
attend him ; who took their Seats, and the unfortunate 
Hettman was brought before then. ‘The Emperor’s Or- 
ders being read, they confronted him with the principal 
Coffacks, who accufed, him of holding Intelligence with 
the Cham. In a Word, he, who had been the Day before 
among the Rank of Princes, inftead of moft Puiffant, was 
now faluted by the Name of Scourwecin, or Son ofaWhore ; 
His own Servants loft all Refpect to him, and one of his 
Colonels, named Dimitrouki, drew out his Sabre to kill 
him ; but Galliczin prevented the Blow, and reproved 
the Officer. The Council being broke up, and the

Hetiman 
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Hettman put under a Guard, a Courier was difpatched 
to Levanti Romanorrick, General of the Forces of Se- 
rene; with Orders to fecure the Hetiman’s Son ; but fome 
faithful Cofacks got to him Time enough, to give him 
Notice to fave himfelf. The Compachicks, however, or 
Coffack Cavalry, agreed to deliver him up ; and tho’ the 
Sardouchicks, or Infantry, would not at firft permit him to 
be taken, they fuffered themfelves to be prevailed upon 
at length ; and Romanorric being pleafed with this Op- 
portunity of repairing his Credit, which he had very 
much hurt in a late Skirmith with Suan Naradin, re- 
turned with his Prifoner to the Army, 

While they were thus making fure of the Son; the 
the Boyar Generals confulted how to punifh the Father, 
and fet up another Hettman. Samuelerrick was fent into 
Siberia; and the Cofacks chofe one Mazeppa, Piftacy or 
Secretary of State, and proclaimed him Hettman. “ * He 
was a Polib Gentleman, born in the Palatinate of Podolia, 
and had been brought up as one of the Pages of King 
John Cafimir, in whofe Court he had got fome Tafte of 
the Belles Lettres; but having, in his Youth, an Intrigue 
with the Wife of a Poli Gentleman, and being difco- 
vered, the Husband cauied him to be feverely icourged, 
and afterwards tied naked on an ungovernable Horfe, 
which was turned loofe to go wherefoever it would. The 
Horfe being brought out of the Ukrain, returned thither, 
and carried Mazeppa with him, half dead with Fatigue 
and Hunger. Some Countrymen gave him Succour, with 
whom he continued a long Time, and fignalized himfelf 
on many Occafions againit the Tartars. ‘The Superiority 
of his Underftanding made him much regarded among 
the Coffacks ; and his Reputation encreafing daily, oblig- 
ed the Czar to make him Prince of Ukrania.” 

A great Party of Coffacks, who were not invited to the 
Election, expreffed their Diflike of it: Some Towns re- 
volted, and fome of the Colonel’s Houfes were pillaged 
in their Abfence. The new Hettman, to quell thefe Dif- 
orders, defired fome Troops of Prince Gal/icxin, who òr- 
dered 3000 Foot and rooo Horfe to attend him to Batu- 
rin, the ufual Refidence of the Hertmans.

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The Order to disband the Army foon arriving, a Let- 
ter brought with it was read in the Prefence of all the 
Officers, who, after having done nothing, were pleafed 
to hear themfelves thanked for their good Services. 
Every General had a Gold Medal given him, with 
the two Czars’ Effigies on one Side, and the Princefs on 
the other, faftened to a Chain of Gold, the whole worth 
about ten Ducats. Every-Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Major, and even every Soldier and Strelitz, had Gifts in 
Proportion. Prince Galliczin, by Means of thefe Pre- 
fents, which he obtained from the Prince{s, appeafed the ` 
Murmurs that were raifed againft him. He likewife 
gained the chief Nobility, by beftowing Employments 
upon them; infomuch that at his Arrival at Mo/cow, he 
found very few againft him ; and was received by the 
Princefs with all the Marks of Favour he could with, 
and took into as much Authority as ever. 

The Friends and Relations of the Czar Peter, being 
apprehenfive of the Defigns of the Princefs and her Fa- 
yourite, were concerting Meafures how to counterplot 
them: They engaged on their Side Prince Borice Gallic- 
xin, who carried Peter to the Troit/ty Monaftery, in the 
Time of Couvanfei’s Rebellion. He was Coufin to the 
other, but defpifed by him for his Debauchery. When 
they had made this Man the young Czar’s Favourite, the 
next Bufinefs was, under Pretence of doing honour to 
the great Galliczin, to allure him with the Command of 
a fecond Expedition: But he perceiving that Peter's Par- 
ty gathered Strength, and thinking it might ftill increafe 
by his Abfence, endeavoured to transfer this Command 
on fome other: Which finding impracticable, he frank- 
ly offered himfelf, judging that this would be more to his 
Honour than to ftay till it thould be forced upon him. 
Having obtained whatever he pleafed to demand againft 
the Opening of the Campaign, it was refolved the Army 
fhould take the Field fooner than they had done before, 
and all the Forces were ordered to be at their Place of 
Rendezvous on the firt of February 1689. 

The Preparations for this Campaign were much great- 
er than for the laft ; but the Taxes were no higher. The 
Troops were, for the moft Part, commanded by the fame 
Generals, They did not lie long in their firt Quarters, 

but 
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but were all ordered to march, before the Froft was 
broke, beyond the River Marle, to avoid the Inunda- 
tions which the Thaw would occafion, Prince Gallicziz 
being arrived, pitched his Tent on the fartheft Sider or 
the River: The Generals did the fame; and on the 6th 
of ‘April they marched towards the Samare, where all the 
Forces joined. : £ 
The Hettman Mazeppa being come to the fame Place 
they all pafled the Samare without Delay, and, in a 
Month’s Time, advanced as far as Precop. Every Sol- 
dier carrying with him four Months Provifions, their 
Baggage hindered them from making lons Marches 
which were likewife much retarded by their heavy Ar- 
tillery. At Kairka, wpon the Bori/thenes, a Party hav- 
ing taken fome Tartars, they learned that the Cham was 
at Bondgiac, and had no Sufpicion of fo formidable an 
Army coming upon him, On May the 13th they had 
Word brought that the Enemy was at Hand, upon which 
they put themfelves in order to receive them. The 
Tartars charged the Vanguard of Scheiz. From thence 
after fome Skirmifhes, they wheeled on a fudden from 
Right to Left, and fell upon the Forces of Belgorod, who 
being over-powered, were quickly put to the Rout: The 
Horie fled, and the Enemy ran to the Baggage, which 
they had like to have carried off; but Prince Galliczin 
fending frefh Succours, the Tartars were forced to retire 
and leave the Ruffidus a free Paflage to Thorna d'Oliva, 
five Leagues diftant from Precop. On the 16th the Ar- 
my decamped, and moved to Zelma Dolina, a League 
from Thorna : Hither came the Cham with all his Forces 
which amounted to 30 or 40,000 Horfe, marching R 
feveral little Divifions, who havine infenfibly Tur- 
rounded the Ryffans, they were obliged to halt. 

The two Armies gazed upon one another without at- 
tempting any Thing ; tho’ certainly the Mu/covites ought 
to have began the Fight. But they were glad to kee 
out of Harm, fenced in with ftrong Pallifadoes, The 
Foot and Artillery defended this Camp fo ftrenuoufly 
that the Yartars could not break into it: Bat the Horfe 
not being entrenched, three or four Detachments of Tar- 
tars, of rooo Horfe each, ventured to charge them; 
‘They were no fooner attacked, but they fell into Difor- 

der ; 
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der: However, the Cannon and {mall Shot from the Ar- 
tillery galled the Jartars, and laid 3 or 400 of them 
upon the Ground, and with them feveral Mu/covites. 
On the other Side Sultan Naradin, with his Troops, 
charged the Coffacks of Sont and Akrerko, who were com- 
manded by Emilian, the Ruffian Secretary of State. 
This Gentleman knew very little of the Art of War, 
and was fo frightened, that he could not ftand before the 
Tartars, who breaking in among the Baggage, and kil- 
ling the Horfes, pierced in as far as the Center of the 
Waggons, and carried off twenty Pieces of Cannon. In 
fhort, if the Boyar Kouka had not advanced with his 
Troops, the Coffacks had been entirely cut off. Chere- 
mittau, General of the Forces of Belgorod, was attacked 
at the fame Time by another Body of Tartars, who broke 
in as far as his Baggage; but he defended himfelf much 
better than Emilian, and forced the Tartars to retire. In 
thefe Skirmifhes the Tartars being repulfed, tho’ the 
Advantage and fome Plunder fell to them, the Mu/covites 
moved forwards to get to fome frefh Water: The Caval- 
ry mixed with the Waggons and Carriages, and all the 
Army joined into one Body, and made a f{quare Figure. 
The Baggage was furrounded with the Cannon and In- 
fantry, who carried their Pallifadoes upon their Shoul- 
ders. The Zartars appeared again, but finding the Horfe 
had fecured themfelves, they forbore Action, and foon 
withdrew to defend Precop. 

The next Day finding no Tartars to oppofe them, fe- 
veral of the Mu/covites afcended the Hill to difcover Pre- 
cop, which appeared to be all in Flames, the Tartars 
having fet Fire to the Suburbs. 

The Mufcovites marched ftrait on to Precop, and fat 
down within Cannon-fhot of the Town. They thought 
of attacking it in the Night; but were ftrangely fur- 
prized to receive Orders, in the Evening, to return: 
Which was occafioned by a fudden Treaty fet on Foot by 
the following Accident. 

The Army being encamped pretty near the Town,

. sib vince Galliezin, what pafed between us: He 
ne ntent to come to an Accommodation: It Les upon you to 
get fome Perfon to be Jent to him with the Cham’s Propo- 


fals. This Letter was carried to the Cham, who beino 
> 


aflured that it was wrote by the Prince’s Order, fent a 
principal Perfon, Syilch Murza, and the Mufcovites 4 
Boyar, named Ejmeyan, in Exchange for Hoftages. Ta 
this Treaty, the Atufcovites propofed the followine Con- 
ditions: That all-the Ruffian Slaves fhould be reftored 
That the Tartars fhould make no more Inroads into the 
Czars’ Dominions. ‘That they fhould quit their Claim 


to 80,000 Roubles, annually due to them from Mufcouy 
That they fhould not moleft the Poles, nor afii the 
Turks. The Murza gave {fome Hopes of an Agreement 
and {pun out the Conference to keep them in Sufpence ; 
but the next Day he anfwered, that the Cham would ac- 
cept of no other Terms than thofe he was already engag- 
ed in with the Czars; that he infifted upon the ei 
of the yearly Tribute, and expected 240,000 Roubles 
that were in Arrear for the three laft Years. i 
Prince Galliczin had lok the Opportunity of forcin 
them to his own Terms, and his Army, no longer able os 
lie on the fandy Plain without Forace or Water oe 
forced to retreat. He took the Murga as Rakai 
Sheth, and from thence fent him back, and received his 
oe Hotiage. Thus ended Prince Galliczizs fecond 
Campaign in the Crim. Some of his Enemies gaye out 
that he was corrupted by a large Prefent of Ducats, which 
the Zartars fent to him in Barrels, but defrauded him 


of I art of their Con ac } i g y u S 
tract by uttuune Co nters n 
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In about a Month they got to the- River Marle; and 
Prince Galliczin, during the March, difpatched Couriers 
to the Czars, and to the King of Poland, boafting that 
he had beaten the Yartars. ‘The Princefs Sophia, upon 
this, ordered publick Rejoicings throughout the Kingdom, 
and fent a Letter of Thanks to the Army, with Rewards, 
Thefe unfortunate Expeditions, far from gaining any 
Honour or Profit, produced the Ruin of the Mufcovite 
General, which happened foon after. 2 

The Czar Peter, then in the 18th Year of his Age, 
was married during the Prince’s Abfence, to a young 
Lady named Ożrokefa Federowna, Daughter of the Boyar 
Feoder Abrahamowitz. This bold Stroke, entirely againft 
the Inclinations of the Princefs Sophia, greatly increafed 
the Party of Peter; and Galliczin, at his Return, found 
all his Meafures broken, by the Pregnancy of the young 
Czarina. His Enemies had likewife learned the Truth 
of all that had paffed, and rendered him fo odious to 
Peter, that he could hardly be admitted to kifs his Hand. 
"Phis Affair had jut Time to fubfide, when the Princefs 
began to raife freh Uneafineffes, by propofing to difri- 
bute confiderable Prefents among the Boyars, in Recom- 
pence of their good Services: But the Czars, Peter efpe- 
cially, would enquire firt- into the Merits of thele pre- 
tended Services. The Princefs could bear no Reftraint, 
but found Means to get the Czars to comply with her 

Defires. Upon which fhe gave fach valuable Prefents, 
efpecially to Galliczin, as were very unufual in Mujcovy 3 
the Cuftom of the Czars, on thefe Occafions, having been 

only to beftow a royal Vett. 3 
Prince Galliczin now began again to govern with the 
fame Power as before. Since the Hertmans had been under 
the Afuftovite Dominion, they had never entered Mofcow : 
But the Prince, upon the Pretence of doing him Honour, 
fo ordered it, that Mazeppa was brought into the capital 
City, with goo of his principal Officers. The Defign 
of introducing this Number of Men was to aflift a Plot, 
that the Princefs and Ga/liczin were then contriving a-~ 
eaint the Life of Peter. The Princefs forefaw that this 
Brother, if not timely prevented, would be one Day the 
Ruin of her Authority ; and fhe had likewife terrible 
Apprehenfions, that not only her Power would be es 
ed, 
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ed, but that fhe fhould be forced ‘to return to her Con- 
vent: She therefore perfuaded Gallicxin, and all his Fa- 
mily and Friends, to confent to the cruel Scheme fhe had 
formed for fecuring herfelf and him, by the Death of her 
Brother. 

She pitched upon Theodore Thekelavitau, Prefident of 
the Strelitzes, to be her principal Inflrument in the En- 
terprize. Peter was at one of his Country-Houfes, cal- 
led Obrogen/ko, a fhort League from AL/cow. Theodore 
drew. together 600 Svre/itzes, and putting himfelf at their 
Head, commanded them to follow him thither: But two 
of the Company, fhocked at his Defign, ftole off pri- 
vately, to advertize the Czar of the Danger he was in. 
He, jumping out of Bed in great Confternation, {ent for 
his maternal Uncles, the Narafkins, and confulted with 
them what was to be done. The Refult was, that one 
of thefe Uncles, and Prince Borice Galli nz, fhould be 
fent immediately to the City, to enquire into’ the Cer- 
tainty of this Intelligence. In their Way meeting. The- 
kelavitau, at the Head of his Stre s, they hattened 
back to fave the Czar, who had bat jut Time enough to 
get into his Coach, with his Mother, -his Wife, and 
her Sifter, and efcape to the Troitsky Monaftery. 

The Confpirators, on their Arrival, fearched every 
where for the Czar; but the Strelitzes, then on Duty at 
Obrogensko, knowing nothing of the Defign, told the 
Prefident that his Majefty was gone out a little before, 
with all the Speed imaginable. This Difappointment 
was no {mall Concern to the Prince : Every Body was 
aftonifhed, till in the Evening it was known that Peter 
had fent to the Princefs, to reproach her with her T'rea- 
chery. She abfolutely denied the Matter, and protett- 
ed that they were much deceived in taking thofe for Con- 
{pirators who came only to relieve the Guard. But this 
Excufe of relieving the Guard, which was always 
done in the Day-time, was looked upon as a very 
weak one, The Czar Peter being fafe in the Trotsky 
Monattery, wrote to all the Boyars to repair thither, 
and to all the Gentry, in every Town, to raife the Mili- 
tia. He publithed Thekelavitan’s Attempt, and, in a 
Week’s Time, had a numerous Body“ of Noblemen and 
Gentlemen about him. Ga/fezin exeafed himfelf, on

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Pretence of being with-held by the Czar Fobn: we 
withftanding it was faid they had alfo a Defign upon him, 
if their Plot had not mifcarried on Peter. b 
The Princefs, to get the Strelitzes on her Side, ordered 
fome of them to be planted at the Foot of the Pete 
The Czar Fobn and the, coming from Mats, ibe at j 
Top, from-whence the Czar fpoke to them to cae sf- 
fet: My Brother is retired to the Troitsky Monafiery sa 
what Reafon I know not: Doubtlefs he intends to dif sa 
the Peace of the State, and, as I am told, has comman A 
you to attend him; but we foi bid you, upon Pain of Death, 
to obey his Orders. The Princefs, repeated the fame 
Thing; but the Szre/itzes, little heeding what either of 
them faid, marched diredtly to the Monaftery, where 
they aflured Peter of their Fidelity. ‘The Erineais feeing 
this, refolved, if poflible, to make her own Peace with 
him.: In order to which fhe {ent two of his Aunts, who, 
had now left their Convents, 
being come into the Prefence of the 
him not to give Credit to thofe Ru- 
ad fo much alarmed him. - They affur’d 
him, that there was fome Mifander: nding in the Afair, 
and that he might return to Mofcow with great Safety. 
The Czar anfwered them, that there was an a a 
Confpiracy to murder himfelf, his Wife, his Moher 
and Uncle; and. laid fo many Circumftances before 
them, that they could not deny the Truth of it. The 
Princefles, with Tears in their Eyes, appeared thocked 
at the horrid Defign, and faid they would never return 
xw, but live and die with him, le 
Sophia, hearing of the bad Succefs of this Negotiation, 
applied herlelf to the Patriarch, and fo. wrought upon 
the good Man, that he offered himfelf for a Mediator ; 
He went to the Czar Pezer, and ufed the ftrongeft Ar- 
guments to perfuade him toa Reconciliation ; but was 
itrangely {urprized when he underftood that he himfelf 
was to have been taken off, and that the Abbot Sy tuefier, 
who was in the Plot, was to have _been made Patriarch 
in his Stead. Upon this new Difcovery, he Judged it 
might not be amifs for him to remain in the aes 
Monaftery, and publish a Proclamation to apprehend 
the Traitors. el 
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This Prince} calling her Creatures together, it was 
refolved that Thekelavitau fhould be fecured in the Pa- 
lace, and that the Abbot Sy/veffer fhould be faved 3 and 


then fhe herfelf, with Prince Galliczin, and the ret of 


her Friends, went towards the Troitsky Monattery, with 
hopes of appeafing her Brother. She was not got above 
half Way, before a Boyar met her, by the Czar Peters 
Order, who told her fhe would not be received. © She 
knew it would be dangerous to difobey, and fo returned 
to Mofcow. The next Day, ‘the Szrelitzes and Gernians 
appeared at the Monaftery, andthe Boyars refolved to 
{eize the Traitors wherever ‘they could be found. A 
Colonel with 300 Men immediately marched to'the Pa- 
lace at Mofcow, and there loudly demanded that Theke- 
lavitau fhould be delivered to him. ‘The Princefs made 
fome Refiftance at firt ; but feeing the Colonel refolute, 
fhe delivered up the Traitor and his Adherents; who, 
loaded with Chains, were carried to the Troitsky. Prince 
Galliczin at the fame Time going to the Monaftery with 
his Son, and feveral of his Friends, they found the Gates 
fhut againft them; and Orders were given to convey 
them back, and not fuffer any of them to ftir out of 
their Houfes, 

As doon as Thekelavitau, or Fiska, as he was now 
called in Contempt, was brought to the Monaftery, he 
was convey’d into the great Hall, and there kept four 
Hours under Examination : From thence he was carried 
to a Tower in the Monaftery, and had the Kxout given 
him. This Punifhment is executed by the common Hang- 
man, who is likewife called the Kuoutavoit Matter. The 
Criminal is. faften’d to a ftrong Man’s Back, and there 
receives 2 or 300 Lafhes on his bare Back, with a tough 
Thong, made of a wild Afs’s Hide, and faftened to a 
Stick about two Feet and a half long, like a Flail. The 
Executioner feldom hits twice in the fame Place, but 
running a Step or two back, “and then {pringing forward, 
at every Stroke draws Blood, or raifes a Wheal as thick 
as one’s Finger.*

When 
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Thekelavitau, after he had undergone a few of thefe 
Strokes, confefled that he was to have killed the Czar, 
his Mother, and her three Brothers. He wrote to the 
Czar Peter, and acquainted him at large with all the 
Particulars of the Confpiracy ; pleaded that he was over- 
perfuaded to this cruel Enterprize, and named the Per- 
fons who put him upon it. The Czar, tho’ fatisfy’d of 
the Treafon of his Sifter, would not publickly expofe a 
Princefs of the Blood; but it was with great Difficulty 
that young Ga//iczin could fave the Prince, his Coufin, 
from being cxecuted. 

Several others were afterwards examined, to whom they 
gave the Queftion, or extraordinary Torture, a Punifhment 
more fevere than the other. ‘The Offenders had their 
Heads fhaved, and being then tied faft, boiling Water 
was pour’d Drop’by Drop on their Skulls, which put 
them to fuch exquifite Pain, that they immediately ac- 
knowledged their Crime, and difcover’d their Accom- 
plices. ‘Two Days were fpent in confulting how to pu- 
nifh the Criminals. Prince Gal/icziz, with his Son and 
Friends, being condemned to Banifhment, he was brought 
to the Palace, and had his Sentence read to him aloud 3° 

* That he was order’d to go to Karga, a Town under 

‘ the Pole, and to remain there as long as he lived: 

< That his*Majefty, of his great Goodnefs, allowed 
him three Pence a Day for his Subfiftence ; but that 
his Goods fhould:be forfeited to the Treafury.” 

The Prince being conduéted to the Place of his Exile, 
a Secretary was difpatched to Moftow to feize upon his 

Palace, and make an Inventory of all the Riches he 
found in it. Among other Things, a Trunk was difco- 
verd, wherein were no lefsthan 100,000 Ducats, which 
were thought to be the Spoils of the depofed Hettman, 
Juan Samuelerrick.

When it is ordered to be given with the utmoft Severity, it is 
often mortal; for then the Executioner ftriking the Flanks under 
the Ribs, cuts the Flefh to the very Bowels, 
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kelatvitau had his Head cut off the next Day. Two Stre- 
fitzes, who were to have been Affaffins, fuffered the 
fame Punifhment. The Colonel that commanded the 
Detachment, was whipp’d, had his Tongue cut out, and 
was fent to end his Days in Szberia, with an Allowance 
of aPennya Day. Five other Srre/itzes had their Tongues 
cut out, and were fent into Siberia. 

The Czar Peter, when thefe Executions were over, 
defired the Princefs to retire into a Monaftery which fhe 
had built at Dewitz ; but fhe fhewing fome Reluctance 
to this, he commanded the Prefident of the Strelitzes ta 
conduct her thither, and fuffer no Perfon to come to 
to her. Two Days after Peter returned to Mofeow, and 
made his Entry on Horfeback, attended by 18,000 Stre- 
ditxes armed for his Guard. His Wife and Mother fol- 
lowed in a Coach. Jobn kood to receive his Brother, 
at the Steps entering into the Palace: They embraced ; 
Peter alked Jobn to be Friends, who anfwering that he 
was fo, they each retired to their refpective Apa urtments. 

Thus ended the Regency of the Princefs Sophia, who 

had governed the Rujfan Empire for fome Years; but 
thro’ a boundlefs Ambition loit not only that Authority 
fhe had, but her Liberty alfo, being from that Time 
kept in clofe Confinement till the Day of her Death, 
which did not happen till 1704, fifteen Years-after.

ETER now feemed to be fettled alone in the Go- 
vernment. His elder Brother Joba indeed conti- 
nued Czar; but his Name was little mentioned, ex- 

cept in the Beginning of public Acts. Narafkin, Peters 
maternal Uncle, aimed at a Share in the Adminiftration, 
and found no Obftacle to his ambitious Views, but the 
Favourite, young Galliczin. ‘The Czar, at that Time, 
gave no Prefages of being that great Prince he afterwards 
appeared, He took Delight in very idle and cruel Di- 
verfions, 
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fions, and was wrought upon by Narashin, to be- 
lieve that his Favourite muft needs re been concerned 
in fome of the Enterprizes of his Coufin. Perer feem- 
ed very unwilling to fufpecta Perfon, who had no lef 
than three Times faved his Life: But Narafkin, with 
Tearsin his Eyes, declared, that if he did not remove 
this Favourite, he might as well recal the Great Gal- 
Yiczin from Exile: He yielded at laft, and promifed to 
confine the Prince to his own Eftate; but Gadliczin, 
being advertifed of the Matter, withdrew thither, be- 
fore any fuch Orders were fent him. The Czar dif- 
patched Courier after Couri a to know the Caute of his 
Retirement: To whom he only anfwered, that fince his 
paft Condu& could not ju ftify his Fidelity, he defired no 
more than to be allowed to live there, without ever 
coming to Court. The Czar was fo touched with this, 
that le fent two Boyarsto vifit him, and a few Days 
after defired him to return, which he did accordingly, 
This Turn fo much alarmed the Naraftins, that they 
endeavoured by all Means to be reconciled to him. 
For fome Time he made as great a Figure as ever, 
conferring Fa vourson a ull his Friends. He caufed many 
Grandees to be difgrac’d, and gave their Places to his 
own Creatures ; but shen: they “were not fuch as his 
Coufin preferred, Men ‘ti Worth and Abilities, but 
Drunkards and Debauc ike himfelf. The Na- 
rafkins at length fo far prevailed, as to bring the Czar

Weaknefs. His Enemies having fo good a Handle to 
accufe hi m, did his Bufinefs fo effectual lly, that he was 
fhortly after banifhed in a moft ignominious Ma nner. 
The Naraftins now took upon them to govern with fo 
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much Arrogance, that moft People began to deplore the 
Tof of the Great Gallicxin, who had formed many 
Schemes for the Welfare of the Ruffan Empire, fachas 
building and endowing a College, procuring Books, en- 
couraging Learning and Commerce. All this was neg- 
le&ed by the Narafkins, who again forbad Foreign- 
ers to come into Afu/covy, and were for reducing all 
Things apace to their antient State. But a new Fa- 
vourite Peter made choice of, one Le Fort, began to 
make Arts and Sciences revive in Mufcovy: 'To him was 
owing the firft Foundation of the true Ruffian Grandeur, 
and from him the Czar imbibed fuch Notions of Virtue 
and Propriety, as made him afterwards one of the mof 
illuftrious Princes that ever reigned. 

This * Le Fort was a Gentleman of Geneva, who, 
from his Childhood, had a ftreng Inclination to mili- 
tary Affairs; but, at the Defire of his Father, was bred 
up in the Compting-Houfe of an eminent Merchant in 
Anperdam. With this Gentleman he behaved fo well, 
that he obtained leave to go to Copenbagen ina Mer- 
chant Ship his Mafter was fending thither. He was 
entrufted with the whole Cargo, and difcharged his 
Commiffion with Faithfulnefs' and Advantage, beyond 
what could be expected from one fo young. 

At the Sight of the Danijb Troops, his Love of Arms 
began to revive. He got acquainted with feveral Offi- 
cers in the Army, and was much loved and _refpeéted by 
them. At this Time an Ambaflador from Denmark be» 
ing fent to Mo/cow, Le Fort got a Recommendation to 
go in his Retinue. He foon made himfelf Matter of 
the Ruffian Language, and ferved the Ambafiador as an 
interpreter ; who, for his excellent Qualities, had a 
moft extraordinary Value for him. 

The Ambaffador being highly efteemed at Moftow, 
the Czar Peter frequently did him the Honour to eat at 
his Table, and there firit took Notice of Le Fort. Find- 
ing he tpoke the Language of the Country, and anfwer- 
ed feveral Queftions pertinently ; he at laft asked him,Ifhe 
was willing to enter into his Service ? M. Le Fort, in the 
moit refpectful Manner, reply’d, That whatever Am- 
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bition he- might -have to ferve fo great a Monarch, yet 
the Duty and. Gratitude he owed to his Matier, would 
not allow him to promife without his Confent. WZ, 
faid the Czar, I will afk the Confent of your Mafter. 
The Czar, by one of his.own Interpreters, M. Le Fort 
defiring to be excufed, took notice that Le Fort fpoke 
good Ruffian. "The Ambaflador anfwered, 'That he ha

M. Le Fort fent to all the Merchants fettled at M/of- 
cow, and went to fome himfelf, for Things neceflary 
to clothe this Company. He took all the Taylors he 
could find at the Ambafladox’s Honfes, and thofe who 
ferved the Merchants, and defired an Order from the 


Czar to meafure thofe among the Sérc/etzes who were of 


the beft Shape and Stature. He then gathered a Num- 
ber of Strangers together, who had Knowledge in the 
Military Exercife, and were willing to enter into the 
Czar’s Service ; and had them clothed according to the 
Pofts that were given them. Having completed and 
clothed a Company of 50.Men, and put himfelf at their 
Head, he marched, with Drums beating, before the 
Palace Gate. ‘The Czar, coming to the Window, was 
much furprifed, but highly pleated with the Spectacle. 
He came down from his Chamber as foon as the Exer- 
cife began, and faid when it was over, he would enter 
into the Company, and learn the Difcipline himfelf, 
ordering a Sute of Clothes to be made for him, asa 
common Centinel. Peer, tho’ he condefcended to wear 
this mean Habit, was not difpleafed to find that the 
People, who had before been Strangers to all Kinds of 
Grandeur, were coming, by Degrees, to have fome 
Tafte of it. He had indeed too exalted a Mind himfelf 
to give Way to Luxury; but from this Time led an 
aétive Life, continually labouring for the Good of his 
Country. He even took the Pott of a Drummer, for- 
bidding his Captain to remember that he was Czar. 
He ferved with all due Submiflion, lived upon his Pay, 
and lay in the Tent of a Drummer, till promoted to 
the Degree of a Serjeant; which was not till he deferved 
jt in the Opinion of his Officers, whom he would pun- 
ith if they judged too favourably of him. By this Pro- 
cedure, he gave his Nobility to underitand, that Birth 
alone was not enough to entitle them to Military Pre- 
ferments. 

He frequently made Re-inforcements to this Company,

i Revenues were not fufficient to tupport that 
great Number of Foreigners he talked of, who would 
be brought into his Service only on a Profpeét of Ad- 
vantage. He made it appear, that the Reafon of his 
Revenues being fo inconfiderable in ready Money, was 
the heavy Taxes on all Sorts of Goods, which made the 
Merchants contrive to defraud him of his Cuftoms. The 
Czar, convinced of the Reafon of all this, lowered his 
pe from 10 per Cent to 4 or 5, and inflicted fevere 
enalties on fuch as were guilty of Frauds. By this 
wholefome Advice, his Revenues, the very firt Year 
after, were increafed near two Millions of Roubles. 
There foon appeared in Ruffa an infinite Number of 
all Nations, efpecially Germans, Scots, and French, not 
only Officers and Soldiers for the Army, but Men skil- 
ful in every Profeffion. Le Fort was the firt who built 
a Palace of Cut Stone in Mofeow ; which raifed an E- 
mulation in others to do the like, for the Embellifh- 
ment of that City. 
rh Pa ne ah charg 
knew him : He was difinterefted to that De- 
gree, that he never accepted of any Prefent from thofe 
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he put into Employment ; but yet, by juftifiable and 
hos aia jle Tes ns, acquired .immenfe Riches, which he 
poflefled, without Envy from the Rzfians. He faved 
the Lives. of an infinite Number of Great Men,- to 
whom the Czar would have given the Knout, or be- 
headed them with his own Hands, many times on 
trifling Occafions.

Having thus made Peace w ith a foreign Power, Pe- 
fer was not without fome ‘Troubles at Hones A Suf pi- 
cion of Difloyalty was raifed againit his W ife, and on 
this Pretence, he put her away, and had her firidly 
confined all the Reft of her Days; tho’ the real Caufe 
of this hard Treatment was reported to be fome re- 
proachful Language fhe had beftowed on Mensk,

Which Refle&ion upon his old Calling, it is faid, raifed 
in him fo ftrong a Refentment, that he purfued his Re- 
venge upon the BE even to his Deftruétion many Years 
= But it will be found in the Sequel of this Hifto- 
ry, that the Czar had bet too much Caufe.to proceed 
as fie did againit this wicked Son. A more probable 
Reafon of the Czar’s ill Ufage of his Wife, was the 
Diflike fhe fhewed to the Alterations he was about to 
make in his Country, which was to him the greateft of 
all Offences. 

Inthe Year sie Mr. Ibrant, a Danifp Gentleman, 
was Jent by the Czars Joba and Peter to confirm the 
Peace negotiated by Count Godoqwin, and fettle Articles 
of Commerce with Ghiva, He took Leave of their 
Majelties in the Month of March, 1692, and left Mof- 
caw with a Train of 21 Perfons, 12 Germans, and 9 
Ruffians. 'Thefe were followed by Carriages, with the 
neceflary Provifions for fo long a Journey, . He pafled 
thro’ the feveral Countries ahi ie Syrenes, the Wogulki 
Tartars, the Siberians, the Offtiacks, the Tungutes, the 
Burates, and other Vaflals of their Czarian Majefties.s ; 
faw the Towns of Solikamfkor, Nenjanjkoi, Toboli, Sa- 
viarofkoi jam, Surgut, Keetfkoi, J enejefkoi, Buraka Je- 
kutfkai, Udinjkoi, Felimta, Ner xinskoi, and many others

The Czar had by chance’ taken Notice of a Dutch 
Yacht, that Jay difufed in a Canal belonging to one of 
his Houfes of Pleafure, with which being wonderfully 
pleafed, and having talked of ‘it to his Favourite M. 
Le Fort, that ingenious Gentleman {o ftrongly laid be- 
fore him the Advantages that the Maritime Powers of 
Europe reaped from their naval Affairs, that’ he, from 
that Inftant, was refolved to turn his Views that Way, 
and immediately gave Orders to fome Hollanders, who 
were then at Mofcow, to build feveral {mall Veffels, and 
afterwards 4 Frigates of 4 Guns each, in which he 
would often divert himfelf upon the Periflaufky Lake, 
and caufed now and then Mock-Fights. to be performed 
thereon, in which he aéted as\a Sea Captain; and from 
thence forward took that’ Title upon him. 
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The Czar all this while had neglected the War with 
the Crim Tartars, who avoided all Occafions of drawing 
the Arms of the Ruffans upon them; and the Cham had 
made no late Demand of the 80,000 annual Roybles: 
On the other Hand, it was not. for, the Intereft, of 
the Czars, to aggrandize the Poles, who were no 
fooner able to. fupport themfelyes, without the Help 
of their Neighbours, than they treated them with in- 
fafferable Pride... But the Tartars, having .now nothing 
to fear in their own Country, committed, many cruel 
Ravages in the Dominions: under the King of Poland 3 
upon which the Minifters of that Prince reprefented to 
the Czars how. favourable an Opportunity, they. had to 
reduce. the Tartars to fuch. a. Condition, as that they 
fhould be never able to moleft them again. In fine, ,at 
the Inftance of the Emperor of Germany, the Poles and 
Venetians, Ruffia declared War with the Yurks and Tar- 
tars. Peter commanded. feveral Veffels to be built on 
the River Veroxis, which, with fome open Boats of the 
Coffacks, who inhabit on the Tanais, he employed next 
Year in befieging A/pb. ; 

The Year 1695 beheld the firt Campaign of the two 
moft formidable Monarchs of Europe, Peter 1. Czar of 
Mufiovy, and Muflapha II, Emperor of the Turks, This 
laft fucceeded his Uncle Achmet II. whofe Conduct dif- 
pleafing him as much as his Father's, he was relolved 
to take other Meafures, and.to know and do every 
Thing himfelf.

ET ER, now fole Monarch of Rufa, having 
employed {everal, Foreigners to build more Veffels 
at Veronis, went in 1696 a fecond Time againft 
fobh, and aéting with great Vigour aboard his. own 
Fleet, when the Turks came before the Bar, laid an 
Ambuicade behind a {mall Ifland, and then making a 
Shew of retiring, fell upon them, tcok and funk feve- 
ral of their Veffels, and beat them back over the Bar, 
At the fame Time his Majeity largely recruited his Ar- 
my, which, under the Command of General Gordon, 
a Scotchman, carried on the Siege with great Refolu- 
tion, The Enemy, every Way diftreffed by the Behavi- 
our of the Czar and his Army, were obliged to furren- 
der, upon Condition of being allowed to retire without 
their Arms, and to deliver up Jacob, the treacherous 
Engineer ; who, was carried to Mofcow, where he was 
broke alive. upon the Wheel, after having been three 
Times tortured on the Pine*. 
His Czarifh Majefty gave Notice to all the Princes of 
Chriftendom of the Succefs of his Arms ; and his Mi- 
nilter at the Court of Fienna obferved to his Imperial

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Majefty, that, after what his Mafter had done for the 
common Canfe, it would be ‘very injurious to! make 
Peace without him. ~The Czar himfelf likewife let the 
Emperor know, that the Cham of Tartary had {ent

gaged his’ Imperial Majefty to enter into a: Treatyio 
Alliance,” offenfive and defenfive, with the Czar; for 3 
Years. The Venetians alfo, being informed of the fa- 
vourable’ Difpofitions: of his Czarifh Majefty, fent full 
Powers to ‘their Ambaffador at Vienna to conclude an 
Alliance, offenfive and defenfive, with the M/‘nifter. of 
Rufin; and the King of Sweden, Charles XI. offered 
the’ fame, notwithftanding the Provinces of Sweden, 
bordering on Ruffia; were at that Time in a miferable 
Condition, 
~ The Czar, whenhe returned to Mo/cow, received the 
Compliments of all the Boyars upon. “his Victory 3 and 
fin ding by the Experience he got in this A@ion, the 
reat Advantage of a maritime Force, he refolved to 
eftablifh a Navy in the Black-Sea. He therefore com- 
manded that Workmen fhould be fent for from Holland, 
Venice, and other Parts of Jraly, to build Galleys and 
Ships, determining to have a {trong Fleet built and 
equipt, with all Things ready to put to Sea, within the 
Sr ce of 3 Years. Befides the: ufual Taxes paid for the 
Support sE the War, he obliged feveral-of+ his richeft 
Boyars to build each of them a Ship at his own Ex- 
pence 3 but allowed them: the Honour of giving their 
own Names to the Veffels fo built. The» Monatteries, 
Cities and ‘Towns, the Merchants and Gentlemen in 
every Diftrict throughout his Dominions, were to pay 
their Proportion towards the Charge of this Undertal- 
ing ; ; and every one’s Proportion was:to be doubled, if it 
was not completed by the ‘Time he had fixed for it... But 
the Czar refleCting on the Inconvenience of having no 
Veffels but what were built. by Strangers, refolved on-a 
Way to remedy that for the “future; and declared. his 
Intentions to travel while his Fleet was prepating..

Fhing. The Czar, befides. the Defign of improving 
the fe young Gentlemen, had ‘another View (in-thus dif 
perfing them, which was to prevent any Dangers from 
their meeting together in his Abfence. 

The Mufcovites’ were great Enemies to all Innovati- 
ons, and this Ship-building was a Thing entirely new 
to them; but, above all, their being put to the Ex- 
pence of it, ak their. being forced to fend their Sons to 
travel, occafioned great Uneafines fies, which were not 
a little fomented by the Prieits, who e care to in- 
finuate among the ‘People, that this would be a great 
Means of corrupting the young Nobility in the Princi- 
ples of the ir Religion. Not even the Envoys fent to 
Foreign Courts, were allowed, in former Times, to 
take their own Sons with them. It is no Wonder 
that People with thefe narrow Notions, fhould murmur 
at the Czar’ s fhewing fo great a Regard to Strangers, 
and now preparing toleave his own Country, He had 
likewife form’d a Project, and aQually spraj a Per- 
fon about it, to opena Communication with A/oph, by 
a navigable Canal between the Volga and Tanais : But 
this Defign, grand as it was, fome of the indolent 
Ruffians reprel ciate as a Piece of Impiety, being to 
turn the Streams one Way » which Providence had di- 
rested another. 

The Apprehenfions of the People gave a good Op- 
portunity to the difcont ented Brace ‘who were in the 
Princefs Sophia’s Intereft, to attempt fomething that 
might give a ‘Turn to the Affairs of State: -With the fe 
Views, it was agreed to fire fome Houles-near the Czar’s 
Palace: and to afiafinate him, when he fhould come out 
to afit in phe TER the Flames.

A Houle in London, efpecially above Bridge, being 


neither agreeable to his Humour, nor the Defign of 


his coming to Exg/and, avery neat one was fitted up for 
him at Deptford, where he would often take up the Car- 
penters Tools, and work with them. Seeing with how 
much more Skill our People worked than the S] hip-Build- 
ers in Holland, he thought he had mifpent all the Time 
he was there, and ufed to fay he fhould never have learn- 
ed his Trade, if he had notcome to England. 

The King fent Admiral Mitchel along with him to 
Porifmouthy on Purpofe to entertain him “with a Mock- 
Engagement, which he had-feen alfo in Hol; lend, but 
not near fo much to his Satisfaétion as this: Which gave 
him fo great Pleafure, that he deciared he thought an 
Engl Admiral a happier Man than a Czar of Muf: 
60" In fhort, he approved fo: well of all he had feen 
in England relating to our Shipping, that he took feve- 
ral Englife Ship- Builders and Artificers into his Service, 
to be employed in the Navy he was about to eflablith. 
He likewife’ took other ingenious Workmen of different 
Kinds to be fent into Muf covy, among the reft Captain 
Sohn Perry, who was recommended to him, as a Perfon 

le of ferving him! in feveral of his Defions, parti- 
cularly that of making a ' Communication between the 
Rivers Volga and Dow.

t had an Account of this-in England, and fent.Cap- 
tain Perry, to examine if the Work was praGticable or 
not ; -w sai prog ed fo, and is fince-finihhed. 

While the Czar was here, he entered into.a Treaty 
with hens confiderable Enghfp Mer ts; for 
Importation of ‘Tobacco into hi 
Condition, rhe i thouldib 
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after Count Starenberg gave the Czar and his. Ambaffa- 
dors, a magnificent. Collation, accompanied with a Çon- 
cert of Mufick, and after that a noble Ball, where were 
prefent the principal Lords and Ladies of the Court 
On the gth of July, being the Feftival of St, Peer, he 
himfelf gave a great Feaft and Ball in Gunter /fdorf Houle, 
where the Ambafladors were lodged... The Emperor fent 
him his Mufick, and ordered large Fire-works to be made 
ready, -which were played off in the Evening. The 
fame Day his Imperial Majefty fent a Prefent, of all 
Manner of Mathematical Inftruments, to the Czar, who 
two Days after went to fee the. Armoury, the Library, 
the Pictures, and all the other Rarities of the Imperial 
Palace. About a Week after this, a great Feait was 
prepared at the Favorita, which began with a Ball and 
a Concert. of Mufick ; afterwards a fplendid Collation 
was given to the Company, and then followed another 
Ball, which lafted till Break of Day.. Every Masker 
was in the Habit of a different Nation; fo that almoft 
ailthe Countries of the World were there reprefented ; 
and every. Prince or Lord had a Lady by his Side, in 
anfwerable Habits. Mutual Compliments here  paffed 
between the Emperor and the Czar in their Mafquerade 
Drefles. Upon the 29th of Ju% the Grand Embafly 
had their publick Audience ; to which they were con- 
duéted in a very magnificent Manner, and were treated 
very {plendidly at the Emperor’s Expence. 

Whilf the Czar was thus on his ‘Travels, conciliating 
to himfelf the Affeétions of the greateft’ Powers of Eu- 
zope; Intelligence coming to Ma/cow that he intended to 
make great Alterations in his own Affairs, as foon as he 
came home, the difcontented Party took a Handle from 
thence to infufe Jealoufies into the Minds of the People, 
which were greatly fomented by the Prieits, that his Ma- 
jefty would fubvert their holy Religion. Upon which a 
Confpiracy..was formed to declare the Throne vacant, 
by his Abfence, and to fet his Siler thereon in his 
Stead. 

About 10,000 of the Szrelitzes, who knew they had 
loft the Czar’s Favour, had agreed to join the Confpira- 
tors; and the better to colour their Defign, they were to 
make feme Complaint concerning their Pay, and march 

away 
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away direétly : But the Regency hearing of their Mo- 
tion, fent {eyeral Perfons to endeavour to pacify them 
by fair Means, who ufed all Methods to prevail with 
them to return and join the other Forces. ‘They would 
liten however to no Propofals, till they had been at 
Mofcow to fee their Friends, as they pretended, from 
whom they had been fo long banifhed. 

Upon hearing an Account of this ill Succefs of the 
Deputies, the whole City was ina great Confternation : 
Many Perfons of Condition left Afo/ow, and retired iri- 
to the Country, dreading what might happen upon the 
Approach of thefe ‘Troops, and the Revolt of others. 
General Gordon was ordered to march againft the Mu- 
tineers, with his Army ; which had been many Times 
in Aion with him, and which, for the moft“ part, 
confifted of old Soldiers and foreign Officers.” ‘They 
came up with the Rebels near the ‘Feru/alem Monattery, 
from whence the General fent fome noble Voluntiers,

where he had a fhort Interview with King | dugufius, 
His Majeity having concerted Meafures with that Prince 
for the War that was foon after declared again{t Save- 
den, proceeded with fo much Expedition and Secrecy, 
that he arrived at Mo/cow, before it was known in that 
City that he was on his Journey.. ‘The very next Day 
he ordered handfome Rewards to be given to thofe Sol- 
diers who had been ftedfaft in their. Loya ulty ; ordered 
the. principal Agents, of the Rebellion to be brought be- 
fore him ; and having fully examined them, betore his 
Boyars, they. were all fentenced to Death. A great 
Number of the Confpirators were beheaded, {ome broke 
upon the Wheel, and others buried alive. Above 2000 
of the Szrelitges were executed ; fome had their Heads 
taken off in the Market Place, and others were hanged 
upon Gallows’s erected for that Purpofe, at the Gates 
of all the Walls that encompafs the City. ‘Thofe who 
were beheaded were laid in Ranks upon the Ground, 
with their Heads by them, where they were left all the 
Winter. Other Gibbets were fet up in the publick 
Roads leading to Mo/cow, upon W hich a great Number 
of the Rebels were hanged, and large Monuments of 
Stone were erected near the f fame, with an Account of 
their Crimes.. The very Houfes in which they lived 
were razed to the Ground, and the Name of Strelitzes 
commanded to be abolifhed, and changed into that of 
Soldatee, or Soldiers, Such of the Strelitzes as were 
judged the leaft guilty, were only banifhed to Siberia, 
Afracan, Ajoph, and the fartheft Parts of the Empire. 
His Majefty, having punifhed his Enemies, turned 
his Thoughts on reforming his Government and People. 
He put his whole Army on a new Footing, and direét- 
ed a new Manner of ‘difciplining them, agreeable to 
what he had feen abroad, He ordered an “Account to 
be brought him of all thofe Nobility and Gentry of 
confid lerabl e Eftates, who had no.Employments, out of 
vhom he made choice of a great Number, and com- 
mace them to ferve as Voluntiers in his Army, or go 
to refide in the Frontier Garrifons. He went down to

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Czar too k care to abolifh when he fettled the’ National 
Synod, as we fhall fee hereafter. 

The large Dominions of Ri uffia were formerly divided 
into four Parts, called Chetfirds, or Tetrarchies, every 
one containing divers Shires, and was annexed to the 
feveral Off s from w heide! ‘they derived their Names: 
t. The Pofolfky Chetfird, or pan ition of the Office of 
Embaffies, and foreign Affairs. The Roferadny Chet- 
fird, belonging to the Roferade or r High Conf table. a 
The Pomeflenoy Chetfird, appertaining to that Office 
where was kept a Regifter of the Lands given by the 
Prince to his Boyars, Gentlemen, and others. 4. The 
Caffanfey Dewoerts, appropriated to the Office which had 
the Jurifdiétion of the Kingdoms of Aftacan and Cafan, 
with the Cities and ‘Towns lying on the W olga. Very 
few Places were exempted from the Jie en of thefe 
Offices, except the Czar’s Inheritance or Vochin, which 
belonged to the Houfe of Beala, including 36 Towns, 
with their Bounds and Territories, and fome other par- 
ticular Royalties. ‘Thefe great Officers refided commonly 
at Court; and carried their Offices with them wherever 
they went. "They «were generally Favourites of ‘the 
Czar, and afted as\ fov reign Princes under him, in all 
Provinces ‘they were to govern. A Bench of Diacks,’ or 
Secretaries, fat as Judges in every one of thefe Courts 
at Moftow ; who were to hear-and: determine Matters 
relating to ‘the Treafury, as well asall civil and military 
Affairs; and to report their Proceedings to the princi- 
pal Lords under:whofe Power they acted, from whom 
there was formerly no Appeal. Thefe Lords had alfo 
the fole Power to fend. Governors to each Province, 
and every Governor hada Diack, or petty eet 
and an Office of Juftice called a Pr ecaufe, erected unde 
him, where they fat as Commiflaries for the Czar’s Re. 
venues, and as Judges ‘to determine: all Caufes, bap 
either Jury or Counfel for them.) Only in Cafes of 
Life, they were obliged: to make a Reprefentation by 
Letter to the Lord of the Province in Afo/eow $ but that 
was done in» fuch a Manner, that the Bofinefs always 
went as they would have it... The Commiffions to thefe 
Gov fernors were ufually granted for 3: Years.’ They had 
no’ Salary ; -but when they were put into their Govern- 

ments, 
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ments, a) Prefent’ was made them of about or 4.000 
Roubles; according to the Ability of the: People where 
they werefent: Yet would thefe Governors commonly 
make themfelves rich ‘ins the aforefaid 3 Years. Itwas 
remarkable all over Ruffia, among the common People, 
that the firt Step they took in’any ‘Trial was to bribe the 
Jadge, and that Party which bribed: the higheft} car- 
ried:the Caufe. And befides. this: grand Article of Bri» 
bery, the» Governors had other Opportunities of én- 
riching thernfelves ; as the Power of afflefling the Taxes, 
and appointing Colleétors under them 3 and to return the 
Sums into the grand Precau/fe at Mofcow ; where what 
account they thought fit was made out of the Money 
collected. 

The Czar found'that a more faithful: Account might 
be made of his Revenues, and thatthe Oppreffions of the 
Governors ought to have a Stop put tothem. He there- 
fore called a Grand Council of all his Boyars, and pro= 
pofed that there fhould be one general Office ereéted at 
Mofcow, called the Rate-Houfe, after the Model he had 
feen in Holland, for the better collecting and managing 
his Revenues; and that a certain Number of reputable 

.Men fhould be chofen, and be called Burge-Maiters, to 
fit daily, to appoint Officers and Clerks, and to account 
for his Revenues. The Land-T'ax and Poll-Tax only 
were left to be raifed by the Governors, or Waivodes, 
as before. Thefe Matters, though fo ufeful, were notat 
all pleafing to the Council: The Boyars did not like to 
have fo confiderable a Branch of their Power lopp’d of: 
They remonftrated to his Majefty, that, asthe Honour and 
Truft of levying his Revenues had always been lodged 
in the Care of the Nobility, it would be looked upon-as 
a publick Difhonour to them to have it taken away, 
and put into the Hands of Boors and Slaves... They 
therefore propofed feveral other Schemes togive him Sa- 
tisfaction, and bege'’d at leait that fome Lords orGen-’ 
tlemen of the beft Families might be commiffioned in 
the general Office at Mo/cow : But finding it» in vain-to 
contend, and that fome of ‘their Heads might pay for 
this Shew of Difobedience, «they acquiefced, ‘and the De- 
fign was put in Execution, which was: purfued for fome 
Years to great Advantage; till fome of his. Favourite# 

rg- 
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relapfed into oppreffive Meafures. His Majefty, about 
the fame Time, gave Orders to the Precauje belonging 
to the Monafteries, that Money fhould be levied on thefe 
throughout all Ruffia, they having a great Part of the 
beft Lands and Villages bel nging to them. He likewife 
ordered, thatno Man under the Age of 50, fhould, for 
the Future, be admitted into any Monaftery ; wifely 
obferving, that fo many young People being shut up in 
Cloifters, greatly prevented the Increafe of his Subs 
jets. 

In the Year 1700, 2 Grand Jubilee was celebrated 
at Mofeow, which, by the Czar’s Order, began on: the 
1 of January, and continued for a Week, with firing 
Guns and ringing Bells; Colours flying all Day, and 
Illuminations in the Streets.and: Houfes:at Night. The 
Czar ordered that no Perfon, under a fevere Penalty, 
fhould thenceforth date any Writings according to the 
old Ruffian Way; but begin the Year on the 1it of Fan- 
vary, which was before began on the 1ft of September. 
The Czar would fometimes take a Map in his Hand, 
and fhew> the Boyars about him, that Mu/couy was buta 
Partofthe World, and that the Winter with themwas 
Summer on the other Side of the Line, in order to ridi- 
cule their abfurd Opinion of the Creation’s being in» Au- 
tumn. ` But fuch was the Ignorance of thefe People, that 
notmany Years before they were going to commit the 
Secretary of a Perfian Ambafiador -to the Flames, aioa 
Sorcerer, for his having foretold an Eclipfe of -the 
Sun, 

There had been no Schools to teach even Arithmetick 
before the Reign of Peter. The» Ruffans reckoned by 
the Help of Beads ftrung in Wires, which they placed as 
Units, Tens, Hundreds, and Thoufands, and by tofling 
them backwards and forwards, could multiply and idi- 
vide, after a tedious Way, lable to grofs Miftakes ; yet 
This was ufed in«all their publick Offices.: But) about 
this Time the Czar erected-a large School, in whichva 
great Number of Boys were not only taught Arithme- 
tick, but had a Subfiftence in Money. Some of the motin- 
genious among them were taught Mathematicks by Mr. 
Fergharfan, and the two young Perfons out sof Chrif s 

tofpital ; and of -thefe about roo,- who -hadolearned

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Navigation, were fent to England; Hollan id, and 

to qualify themfelves -for «the: Service of the ‘C 
Fleet. Healfo employed Mr. Fergharfn to teach A= 
ftronomy, allowing him» all Kinds “of Mathematical In- 
firnments-and Books, and ordered him to calculate all 
thevifible Eclipfes, and how they: would appear in his 
Country. 

Qne-Method which the Czar took, to keep Arts: and 
Sciences: among: -his People, was certainly very anti 
and that was to. confine the Profeffors: of se in his 
Country, by denying them Pafiports, and by keeping 
them out of great Part of the Stipends which were a= 
greed to be-given them..

Troops ‘fhould forget all Ditin&tionsof Seafons, ‘ash 
feemed to do himfelf, In: this Army, commanded by 
the Dukede Croy, a German, and in which his Majeity 
himfelf a&ed as a common Lieutenan ; there were only 
30,000 Men, who were the Soldater, formed out of the 
old Strelitzes and Germans, that were worth any thing ; 
The reft were a rude Multitude drawn from the Forelts 
and Wilds, covered with Skins, and armed with Clube 
and Arrows; but few of whom underftood the Ufe of 
Fire Arms, or had ever feen a Battle, or regular Siege.

landed’ at Pernaw in the Gulf of Riga.” "The :King of 
Poland, the Czar’s Ally, was at that Time hefieging 
Riga ; but as foon as he heard of Charles's landing. he 
abandoned the Place, and made a J 
States-General, who had defired him 


Riga being now opened, the King-of 
Sweden marched dire&tly to Narva, with abopt 4.006 
Horfe, and ‘the like Number of Foot. The Czar was 
fone in Perfon to haften the March of 40,000 Recruits 
from Plefkow, defigning to have hem’d the King of 
Sweden in, between thefe and his great Army. He had 
ordered 30,000 Men from before Narva to be pofted at 
a League Diftance from the Town, inthe Rout of the 
King ‘of Sweden; 20,000 more were placed farther off 
upon the fame Rout, and ooo more made up. an ad- 
vanced Guard, through all which Troops Charles was to 
force’ his Way before he could arrive at the fortified 
Camp. This King continued his March, through Ways 
that were thought impaffable, till he found himielf in 
Sight of the Enemy’s firt Pofts. He did-not give them 
Time to know the Number of his Men, but attacked 
their Pofts one after another: They could not imagine 
but the whole Savedif Army was-coming upon them, fa 
the advanced Guard fled: immediately upon his Ap- 
proach.

Notwithftanding the Impatience with which he sex-

[ans had a great Veneration for long Beards, 
which they wore hanging on-their Bofoms comb d out 
with great and kept very {mooth.

they generally hated. But the Czar laid.a‘Taxof roo 
bles per Annum, on all Gentlemen who wore Beards, 
th ts. The common People were to pay a 
Gate of every Town they entered, and 
ns were there placed to collect it. y Such, was’ their 
Regard however, for what-they foolifhly thought an Or- 
nament to their Faces, that when the Czar found he 
could not overcome their Prejudice without ufing Force, 
they would offer large. Bribes to thofe who came to exe- 
cute his Orders... It muft have been adiverting Scene to 
behold the Executioners {campering after thefe venerable 
Grey-Beards in the Streets,. who fled from them as from 
fo many Hangmen, -His .Majeity would ‘order Perfons 
to be fhaved at his own Table ; and fometimes fo rough- 
ly, that fome of the Skin of the. moft Obftinate was 
taken away. with the Beard.. ‘The Fear of being, thus 
handled, made abundance comply, many of whom laid 
their Beards up carefully to) be buried. with them, that 
they 
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they might be able to give St. Nicholas an Account of 
them in the other World. This fhaving their Beards 
was looked upon in the Czar as a great Breach of Reli- 

ion. ` Libels were wrote againft himon this Account, 
and dropp’d about the Streets of Mofcow, charging him 
with ‘Tyranny and Atheifin. 

His Majefty refolved next to alter the Fafhion of his 
People’s Drefs, which he thought troublefome to the 
Men, and ridiculous in the Women. An Order was 
publifhed, to prohibit all Ru/fans to appear out of their 
Houfes, but in a Coat of the Polis Fafhion, which was 
much the fame with the French and Engli. The Ser- 
vants of Strangers were the firft on whom this Order was 
executed, who, upon Difobedience, were made to pay 
a Fine, or fent to Prifon: But this not affe€ting the com- 
mon People, they took no notice of it, till feverer Means 
were ufed withthem. Their former Habit was a long 
Veft, reaching down almoft to their Feet, and plaited 
on the Hips like a Woman’s Peticoat. His Majefty o- 
bliged all his Boyars, and whoever fhould come to 
Court, to provide themfelves with Exg/jS Drefles, and 
fach as could afford it were to trim them with Gold or 
Silver. He commanded a Pattern of the Exglifb Coat 
to be hung up at the Gates of Moftow, and that every 
Body fhould conform-to it in making their Clothes ; and 
ifany one fhould prefume to difobey his Orders, except 
the Peafants who brought Provifions to’ the Markets, 
they fhould be obliged to pay two Grevens, (about twen- 
ty Pence Engl) or kneel down at the Gates, and have 
all that Part of their Clothes cut off which then lay en 
the Ground. 

The Women, and efpecially the Court Ladies, were 
ordered to reform their Dreis likewife according to the 
Engle Fathion. They had fome Things in the antient 
Habits very odd, particularly Shift Sieves 4 or 5 Ells in 
Length, which, when they faluted a Stranger, they ufed 
to fling out almoft crofs a Room, and when the Stranger 
had taken the End up and kifs'd it, they ufed to gather 
it again about their Arms. Another Alteration which 
the Czar made in Favour of the Women, the more eafi- 
ly reconciled them to that of their Dref. It had been 
the Cuitom, at all Entertainments in Rafa, for the 

Wo- 
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Women not to be admitted into the Converfation of the 
Men. In-all the Houfes of Gentlemen of Fathion, 
there was a particular Entrance made for the Women, 
and they were always kept in feparate Apartments: 
Only when the Mailer of the Family had a Mind to do 
honour to an extraordinary Gueft, he would bring his 
Wife bya back Way from her Apartment, attended by 
her Maids. She was then to pay the Compliment of her 
Shift Sleeve, and prefent the Company with a Bumper of 
Brandy round; and afterwards to retire by the fame 
Way the came, and be feen no more. But the Czar, 
to fhew his Gallantry, ordered that from henceforth, at 
all Weddings and publick Entertainments, the Women 
as well as the Men fhould be invited, and entertained in 
the fame Room with the Men ; but they were to appear 
in Englifo Drefies. He ordered, that the Evenings at 
thefe Entertainments fhould conclude with Mufick and 
Dancing. There was no Wedding of any Diftin¢tion, 
efpecially among the Foreigners, but the Czar would 
honour it with his Prefence, ufually making a Prefent 
to the Bride fuitable to the extraordinary Expence. 

It had been the Cuftom in Ruffa for Matches to be 
made up by the Parents of each Side, without the Con- 
lent of the young People, or their hardly feeing one 
another, ‘This unacceptable Way of joining young 
People together, was in a great Meafure the Occafion of 
that Difcord which was fhewn to another afterwards ; 
it being a common Thing for the Men to beat their 
Wives in fo barbarous a Manner, that they often died 
of the Blows; and none of them fufféred for the Murder, 
it being interpreted in the Law there, as done only for 
Correction. . The. Wives, on the other Hand, being 
thus many Times made defperate, would murder their 
Hufbands, in rev ge for their ill Ufage : But the Sen- 
fence on fuch Occafions was, that the Woman fhould be 
buried alive, ftanding upright, with the Earth fill’d about 
fer, and only her Head above Ground, with a Watch 
fet over her, to fee that no one relieved, her, but that 
fhe fhould be flarved to Death. It was a very common 
Sight in Ruffia to fee Women thus executed, who have 
been 7 or 3 Days in dying.. ‘Thefe fad Spectacles made 
the Czar, in Pity to his People, do all that was. pof 

fible 
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fible to remove the Occafion of. He ordered, that no 
young Couple fhould marry, for the future, without their 
Confent ; and that all Perfons fhould be admitted, at 
leaft 6 Weeks before Marriage, to vifit and fee one 
nother. This new Order was fo very agreeable, ef 
cially to the younger Sort, that they began to con 
much better of Foreigners, from whom the Czar learned 
thefe Cuftoms. 

His Majefty took notice, in anfwer to thofe who dif- 
liked thefe Alterations, that the Cuftoms of the Country 
had already been much improved in the Courfe of 
Time, and that there was no more ill in doing it at 
once, than in the Courfe of 500 Years. As a Proof of 
this, inthe Year 1701, when one of his Jefters was to 
be married to a very/pretty Woman, he ordered all 
that were inhis Favour, with feveral Foreigners, to be 
invited to the Wedding; and that every Perfon fhould 
provide themfelves with the fame Habit that was worn 
in Ruffa about zoc Years before, and the whole Cere- 
mony be performed after the Manner of that Time. 
The Boyars had a Cap on their Heads at leaft a Foot 
higher than was then the Fafhion, and were in an auk- 
ward gaudy Dr fs, not eafy todefcribe. Someof them, 
ofthe frt Rank, had for the Reins of their Bridles a 
Silver Chain, the Links of which were an Inch and a 
half or two Inches broad, made of thin Silver beat out 
flat; and the Breaft-Plate and Crupper were drefs’d 
with little fquare Pieces of the fame thin Silver, which 
ftruck againit each other as they rode, and made a 
Kind of Jingling like Bells. Among thefe was his Ma- 
jefty in the fame Habit, one of the old Byars being 
appointed to reprefent him for the Day, in a mock 
Drefs. Perfons of a meaner Rank, who could not have 
their Horfes Furniture adorned with Silver, ufed Tin. 
The Women, who were invited to this Wedding, were 
dreffed alfo after the old Ruffian Fafhion: Their Shift 
Sleeves were at leaft 12 Yards long, contracted into a 
Ruff, as much as would lie between their Shoulders and 
their Wrifts, with their upper Veftment only covering 
their Bodies, and the Heels of their Shoes or Slippers 
near 5 Inches high, ‘They rode in Machines fet only 
upon Axletrees and Wheels, without any Swing to make 

them 
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them as were really Gentlemen : But the Czar’s Orders 
were to be obeyed, and a Draught was made of feveral 
thoufand of thefe fupernumerary Attendants, 

In order the better to concert Meafures for the en- 
{uing Campaign, an Interview was agreed upon between 
the Czar and his Ally Auguftus, which was held at Bir- 
fen, a {mall Town in Lithuania, ‘They remained here 
15 Days together, and fpent a great Part of the Time 
in that Excefs of Drinking, which is the common Vice 
of the Mu/covites, and was one of the greateft Failings in 
the Czar Peter. At this Interview King Augufius promifed 
the Czar 50,000 German 'Troops, which he undertook 
to hire of the Princes of the Empire. The Czar was 
to pay them, and to fend a like Number of Mu/covites 
into Poland, to be trained up in military Difcipline. 
He was alfo, in two Years Time, to fupply King 4u- 
gufius with three Millions of Rix-Dollars. 

When the King of Saveden was informed of thefe De- 
figns, he haftened into Livonia, and arrived at Riga, 
over againft the Saxon Army, who lay encamped on the 
other Side the Duna, and with whom he was to difpute 
the Paflage. Hecaufed Boats to be made after an In- 
vention of his own, the Sides of which were moveable, 
and made to cover the Troops in their Paffage, and fa- 
vour their Defcent when they came to land. Having 

likewife obferved that the Wind blew favourably, he 
fet firetoa large Heap of wet Straw, the Smoke of 
which fpreading crofs the River, prevented the Enemy 
from feeing his Troops. ' 

The King of Poland being ill in Bed, Marfhal-Sze- 
nau, who commanded the Saxon Army with the Duke 
of Courland, fell upon the Swedi Battalions with his 
Horfe, before they were quite drawn up, and drove 
them into the River: But being foon rallied by the 
King, they advanced with fuch Fury againft the Mar- 
thal, that they obliged him likewife to retreat. ‘The 
Duke of Courfand made his Troops retire very dexter- 
oufly into a dry Place, flanked with a Morafs and 
Wood, where his Artillery lay. The Saxons, by this 
Advantage of Ground, began to recover their Courage ; 
but after an obftinate and bloody Battle, the King of 
Sweden having 15,000 Men, and the Duke of Courland

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but 12,000, Charles obtained a complete Vi&toty. I 
was with much Difficulty that the Duke was pee of, 
all over Bruifes and half dead. The Kino of Save mm 
upon this Viétory, haftened to Mitaw. and took that 
City, the Capital of Courland : All the other "Towne 
that Dutchy yielding to him at Difcretion.

Thefe 
Writers, to make her Life more illuftrious, have fome of 
them given her for her Father a Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Family of Abendiel, others Colonel Ron: But the 
common Report is, that fhe was a Vaflal of this Colonel, 
who, dying when fhe was but four or five Years of Age, 
as her Mother did foon after, there was nothing left for her 
Subfiftence; for it is rare that the Vaflals of the Livonian 
and Ruffian Nobility leave any Thing to their Children. 
The Parifh Clerk, who kept a School, took her as his 
own, till Door Gluck, Minifter of Marienbourg, hap- 


carried her home with him.

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Altho’ the taking of Marienbourg was a Misfortune to 
the young Husband of Catharine, yet it was to her the 
Epoch from whence fhe was to date the greateft Happi- 
nefs that a Mortal could afpire to. By her Complaifance 
and engaging Behaviour, fhe made herfelf Miftrefs of the 
Heart and Affections of the Czar; fhe accompanied him 
every where, and fhared with him in all the Dangers 
and Fatigues of the War. alt has been obferved, that 
Enjoyment, and even Marriage, which often prove the 
Grave of Love, ferved only to augment his: She had in 
{ome Sort the Government of all his Paffions, and even 
faved the Lives of a great many more Perfons than M. 
Le Fort was able to do. She infpired him with Huma- 
nity, which, according to the Complaints of his Sub- 
jects, Nature feemed to have denied him, 2 

This Monarch, among. his other excellent Qualities, 
was very judicious, and would willingly receive good 
Advice. A Scotch Officer, who had a great Share in 
his Favour and Confidence, one Day making his Re- 
marks to him, with his ufual Familiarity, upon his 
bloody Executions, and fome Exaétions which to him 
feemed oppreflive ; and telling him, that he had always 
obferved, that thofe Princes who ufed their Subjeéts 
with Humanity, by that Means made themfelves Ma- 
fters of their Hearts and Purfes : He anfwered him, that 
that was true in Refpe& to his own Nation, to German A 
and perhaps every other European Nation, but not to 
his: For, if he had not treated them with the Se verity 
he did, he fhould long before that have loft the Ruffian 
Empire, or never have made it what it was. 

One Word from. the Mouth of Catharine, in Favour 
of a Wretch juft going to be facrificed to his Anger, 
would difarm him : But, if he was fully refolved to fa- 
tisfy that Paffion, he would give Orders for the Execu- 
tion to be done when fhe was abfent, for fear fhe fhould 
plead for the Victim. She acquired the Love and Efteem 
of Soldiers, Sailors, and every one elfe. She would of- 
ten go herfelf, before or after an Engagement, followed 
by fome of her Servants, with Bott es of ftrong Li-

Moft of the Foreign 
Merchants had Orders to provide themfelves with a great- 
er Number of Horfes than ufual, and with a Servant 
dreft in the Engli Fathion, to conduct the Artillery 
that had been taken from the Swedes. The Day he was 
to make his Entry, the Foreign Minifters, the Englifh 
Conful and Dutch Refident, and fome of the Merchants, 
went to pay their Compliments to him at Nikoolfky. A- 
gainft his Approach, triumphal Arches were ereéted of 
Wood, in the Street of Meefnits; the firft near the Print- 
ing-Houfe, which the Czar had lately ordered to be 
built, tho’ an Attempt of that Kind had formerly been 
fo unfuccefsful ; the fecond near the Admiralty Office, 
about four hundred Paces from the other. The Streets 
and Fields were filled with People to fee the Proceffion, 
which was made with the utmoft Magnificence, But as 
I thall defcribe one in the fecond Book, made on-a greater 
Occafion, I omit the Particulars of this. 

A very few Months after this Triumph, his Majetty 
took the Town of Nie-fchantz in Ingria. Obferving 
here, that about a German Mile lower down, the River 
Newa, dividing itfelf into fevera] Branches, formed a 
Number of little Iflands, this firf infpired him with the 
‘Thoughts of building a City there, which fhould give 
him a Footing in the Baich Sea: He went himfelf to 
found the River, and view the Iflands. Spying feveral 
Swedifo Ships cruifing in the Gulf of Finland, he or- 
dered a Detachment of about 1000 Men to be potted in 
the Ifland of Retu/ari, where Cronflat now lies.

The King of Sweden had nothing left now but to joina- 
neppa. That Cofack, as I before obferved, being refolved to 
defert the Czar, was charmed with the many Actions of 
Gharles XII. whom he looked upon as another Alexander. 
'Tobring the whole Army into his Defign, he began with 
exaggerating ‘all that they fuffered from the Ruffian Mi- 
nifters, prailed their own Actions and Magnanimity, en- 
deavoured to fhew them the Happinefs of an indepen- 
dant Government ; and laftly told them, what they might 
expect from that glorious young Hero, who was coming 
to deliver them from. the Burthen they groaned under, 
Togive fome Appearance of Justice to their Revolt, 
they agreed to fend Remonftrances to the Czar againit 
his Minifters ; and for the Execution of this dangerous 
Commiffion, they named Warnarow/ei, the Hettman’s Ne- 

hew. The Czar, by this Time, was informed of the Con- 
duét of Mazeppa; he knew alfo that his Favourite Bifuiey 
was with the King of Sweden.. In the prefent State of 
Affairs, however, he judged it proper to difeuife his Re- 
fentment, contenting himfelf to watch the Cofacks by 
the Army of Prince Menxikof, who, pofted himfelf 
vantageoufly between his Army and that of the Sqwedes : 
But when the Czar faw Warnarow/ki, inftead of giving 
him Audience, he had him clapt up in Prifon. 

Mazeppa, informed of what had happened to his Ne- 
phew, doubted no longer that all his. Intrigues were 
difcovered; and therefore, to fave his Head, uled his ut- 
moft Endeavours to join the Saved’ Army. As Velt- 
Marefchal Czeremetoff was in N rod with a very trong 
Garrifon, the King of Sweden found ‘it no eafy Mat- 
ter to pafs the De zya ;_ and.

Turks; but the fame has been hitherto religioufly and 
inviolably obferved by us. ‘The Fortifications erected 
by us, are likewife in no refpet againit the Treaty,

The 
next Day, his Pruffan Majefty, accompanied by his 
Highnefs,'- returned the Vifit ; and at Night the Czar 
paid a Vifit to the: Queen. A few Days after, he fet 
out for Leipfick, and from thence to Carej/bad, where 
defigning to drink the Waters, he fignified to all the fo- 
reign Minifters, that he would not be attended by any of 
them, but fhould foon return to Berlin, where he would 
give them Audience ; as he didaccordingly.

litte Army, encamped near the Place, to break up, and 
fent back his Galleys. The Daniz ickers were to pay 
1005089 Rixdollars 5 to renounce all Commerce with 
Sweden Tag the War, and to maintain 4 Ships to be 
furnifhed by his Polifb Majefty.. The Czar, on his Re- 
turn to pete was faluted by 150 Pieces of Cannon, 
to let him fee that they were’ in no Want of Artillery. 
He fet out the next ‘Day for’ Soe, in his Way to 
Stetin, whither the’ King of Priffia came zzcogiito, to 
confer with him upon the Situation of the Affairs of 
the North. 'Thefe Princes agreed in oppofing the Pro- 
grefs of the King of Saveden into the Dominions of the 
Danis; but thought it not for the common Intereft to 
afit Denmark in ‘making Conquefts on the Savedes, who 

were already: weakened enough by the Lof of Fizland, 
Livonia, and Pomerania, Thefe Principles were the 
Foundation of all that was afterwards done in Concert 
between his Czarifh Majefty and the King of Denmark. 
The Czar went to vifit Sz ‘alfund, and from thence 
paffed into. Mecklenbourg, where the Allies were pufhing 
on the Siege of Wifmar. His Majefty, with the Duke 
of Me chlenbourg, had formed a Project, which was to put 
the Duke in Poffeffion of that Fortrefs; that the Ru/fans 
might always have a Retreat for their Ships on that Side 
the Baltick Sea: = For this Purpofe the Czar ordered a 
Body of Troops to advance that Way, which at firit 
confifted only of 12,000 Men, but was foon augmented 
to 26,000. But this Army came too late; the Town 
having furtenderd on the 14th of 4pri/, with Fort Val- 
VIS. “The chief Articles of the Capitil ation of Wi/mar 
named Valvis, {hall be furrendered -to the Befiegers, 
wereas’ follow: The Town of Wifwar, with the Fort 
who hall grant to the Garrifon’ all ufual Honours, 
‘The Garrifon ‘fhall: march: out of ‘the “Town” ‘tweén- 
ty-four Hours after the Ratification of the King of Dev 
mark-is comes and as foon as they ‘are pailed the

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As 
Liege Port, they fhall: furrender themfelves | Prifoners.of 
War; except 1000 Men of the Saved Nation, with 
their Officers; who fhall keep their Arnis and Baggage, 
to'be tranfported to! Scveden, with good Paffports. The 
Sick fhall be taken Care of in the Town. The Officers 
may’ leave their Baggage jin the Town, for: 3. Months 
after the Capitulation. “The Savedes in, want of. .Reatly 
Money, fhall give good: Security. ` All that hath been 
taken, during the Time of the Siege, {hall not. be re- 
claimed. The Civil Officers may remain in the Town, 
without being difturbed; but thofe who chufe to retire, 
may do it in 3 Months Time. All the Officers, Civil 
and Military, and the other Inhabitants of the Town, 
fhall be permitted to enjoy their Goods, Lands, and 
Eftates in Bremen, Pomerania, and. Rugen, as longas 
they live peaceably. All the A&s and Papers fhall be 
faithfully delivered; and they fhall remain in the Archives. 
The Mortgages of ‘Lands fhall be referred to Examina- 
tion. Thofe who are comprifed in the Capitulation of 
Tonningen, and in the Council of War held at Reasburgh, 
fhall not be profecuted for the Caufe of Defertion. None 
of thofe who by this Capitulation are to have their Li- 
perty, fhall be forced to take Service. No Refentment 
{hall be fhewn againft the: Burghers, who performed 
Military Service. ‘The Ships and Subjects of the Northern 
Allies, who have ferved in the Town, fhall be treated as 
other Prifoners of War. The Befieged fhall give a faith- 
ful Lift of all the Cannon, Mortars, Military Ammu- 
nition, and other Effects, efpecially of the Mines. It fhall 
be permitted to the Swedes to bring Forage at their own 
Expence. The Allies fhall permit them to freight Ships 
under good Paffports. The Garrifon thall be allowed to 
fend immediately to his Swedi Majefty, to make Report 
of what has pafied. The Hoftages fiall be fet at Liber- 
ty as foon as the Capitulation is figned, and the Voluntiers 
are declared free.--Thefe Articles were punétually executed, 
and the Allies took Poffeflion of Wifmar, The Mujco- 
wites, who arrived fome Days before the Place. was: für- 
renderéd, pretended to have fome of their ‘Troops put 
in Garrifon there: But this was refufed by General De- 
wit, as an tunreafonable Pretenfion ; and the. Ruffian 
General having fent to the Czat upon ‘that Sabjedt, his 
Majefty declaredthat he:had. given no Orders for fuch a 


Demand, 
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Demand. However; he wasfo much chagrined’on.the 
Difappointment of his Defign upon this Place, that. from 
hence maybe dated the Epoch of feveral memorable E- 
vents, efpecially the Mifunderftanding between him and 
the Court of Hanover. 

While the Czar was confulting with the. Duke of 
Mecklenbourg; how they fhould make up the Lofs of Wi 
nay, the King of Denmark arrived at Altena) He fet 
out from Altera oa’ the 28th of May, and- proceeded 
through the City of Hamburgh in great State to a'Garden 
prepared for him, where, underftanding that. the Czar 
wasarrived at Ham, he paid him a Vifit, and had a Con- 
ference with him alone;which lafted about two Hours. The 
next Morning the Czar madea Vifit to his Danih Majetty, 
and had a another Conference with him. T'hefe two Mo- 
narchs continued together till the 4th of June, and agreed 
to make a Defcent in Schonen, that they might oblige the 
King of Sweden to quit Norway, into which Country he 
was penetrated with an Army of 20,000Men. ‘The Czar, 
who madea Shew of being one of the firft in this Ex- 
pedition, was to join his Fleet with that of Denmark 5 
and the Rendezvous for the Troops and Veffels wasito 
be about Copenhagen. He left Hamburgh, and croffing 
the E/be; lay at Harburgh, and fet out on the 5th for Pyr- 
mont. On the goth he returned to Schwerin in Mecklen- 
bourg, and on the 4th of Fulp their Czarith Majefties 
came to Roflock, where the 45 Galleys were arrived, af- 
ter having landed a Body of ‘Troops in the Mand of 
Rugen. ‘The Czar commanded the Galleys, and the 
Velt-Marefchal Czeremetoff had the Command of 8000 
Men! © Two other Bodies of Troops entered on the 
other Side into Mecklenbourg, under Prince Repnin and 
General Baur. During their March, the King. of Den- 
mark {pared no Pains to get together all the Tranfport 
Veffels he could. In the mean Time, the Ruffian 
‘Troops were in Motion on all Sides to advance toward 
utland. About the Middle of Fuy, the Czar came

HE Czar arrived at Petersburgh on the 21ft, of 

| “OSaber 1717, after an Abfence of 16 Months. 
Finding the Complaints of his Subjeéts here very, high 
againft the Minifters, he employed the remaining Part 
of the Year in redreffing the Diforders committed in the 
State, and in punifhing*the Authors of them. . He 
aflifted in the Senate every Morning at 4 0’Clock, and 
was at the Pains of hearing and examining the Accufa- 
tions and Defence of the Parties concerned. But as the 
Affairs of this Inquifition appeared to be greater than 
was at firit expeéted, an extraordinary Court of Juitice 
was eftablithed. In the mean ‘Time the Prince of 
Welchinfky, Governor of Archangel, who had been fully 
convicted, was fhot to Death. The Court of Juftice 
was divided into feveral Committees, each of which 
confitted of a Major, a Captain, and a> Lieutenant of 
the Guards, who were to examine into ‘the Caufes laid 
before thera, and to give Sentence according to Equity.

His divided 
Forces were all cut to Pieces, except thofe of the Artil- 
lery, who were afterwards employed by the Enemy in 
the Sieve of Mezerz, a frontier Place of Perfia; and by 
the Help of thofé Gunners, and the Cannon and Amfu- 
nition which they had taken from the Ruffians, they 
forced the Governor tó furrender, and got a rich Booty 
in the Place, wheré there was a Monaitery, the Walls 
of which. were lined with Gold Plates. The Muficians, 
and feveral young Voluntiers, who were moft of them 
Sons of Boyars, had likewife their Lives fpated, and 
were afterwards fold. The Father of Prince Bekeqwirx, 
a Circafian by Birth, had brought himfelf into Difgrace 
with the King of Perfia by refuling to refign to him his 
Wife: So haking off his Obedience to that Prince, he 
came: to. beg the Protection of the Czar, who received 
him with extraordinary Honours, promifing to reftore 
him to his Territories: But he dying foon after, left to 
this Prince Abxander, his only Son, the immenfe 
Treafures he had ‘brought with him to Mujcouy. ‘The 
young Prince was married to a beatitiful Princeis of the 
Houle of Galliczin, who was unfortunately drowned in 
the Wolga, fome Time before the Fate of her Husband. 
It was believed that the Czar would take the firit Op- 
portunity of revenging himfelf on thofe Tartars, who 
have nothing to defend themfelves but their Scymetars, 
Bows and Arrows, and very fwift Horfes, He intended 
to. fend a lefs numerous Army againft them, ‘which 
might more eafily be, furnifhed with Water and’ Provi- 
fions;.and caufed new Forts to be raifed in their Coun- 
try, for covering thofe Mines’ which ‘he intended to 
open... The Perfans had long before an Eye upon the 
Gold Sand there; but the Inhabitants choaked up the 
Mouth of the River Daria on the Cafiar Sea, and di- 
verted its Courfe into the fat Country. Part of Prince 
Bekewix’s Commifion was to reftore Things to their 
former Condition, with refpe& tò that River, inorder to 
keep, open the Communication with the Mountains, and 
to avoid the troublefome Paflage thither by Land. But 
this Undertaking, and all others, were laid “afide ‘for a 
while, to make way for an Affair which his Majefty 
had 
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had. more. at Heart than any Thing elfe, and which may 
be looked upon asione of the moft extraordinary Events 
of his Life. ‘This was was. an Enquiry into the Crimes 
of his Son Alexis Petrowitz, the Heir Apparent to his 
Crown, who, during his Abfence, had made his Efcape 
out of the Kingdom,, in Breach of the Laws thereof. 

News being now: brought from Novogored, that the 
Privy Counfellor Zo/foy was come thither in his Way to 
Mofcow, with the Czarewitz, whom, by his Father’s 
Orders; he had been to fetch from Naples, and whom 
his Majefty defigned to punifh in an exemplay Manner, 
the following Manifefto. was publifhed, to fatisfy every 
one of the Reafons of his Conduct in fo delicate an 
Affair. 


Pon I. by the Grace of God, Czar and Emperor 
of Ruffia, &c. 

It is notorious to the greateft Part of our faithful Sub- 
jeéts, and chiefly to thofe who live in the Places of our 
Refidence, or who are in our Service, with how much 
Care we have caufed our eldeft Son Alexis to beeducated, 
having given him, from his Infancy, Tutors to teach 
him the Ru/fan and foreign Languages, and others to m- 
ftru& him in all Arts and Sciences, in order not only to 
bring him up in our Orthodox Faith of the Greek Con- 
fefion, but alfo in the Knowledge of Political and Mi- 
litary Affairs, and of the Conftitution of foreign Goun- 
tries, their Cuftoms and Languages, that through the 
Reading of Hiftory and other Books, he might acquire 
the Qualifications worthy of a Succeffor to. our Throne 
of Great Ruffia.. Meverthelefs we have feen with Grief, 
that all our Attention and Care for the Inftruction of 
our Son proved ineffeCtual, feeing he always fwerved 
from his filial Obedience, fhewing no Application for 
what was becoming a worthy Succeffor, and flighting 
the Precepts of the. Mafters we had appointed for him 5 
but on the contrary frequenting diforderly Perfons, from 
whom he could learn nothing good. 

We. have not negleéted often to endeavour to bring 
ham back to bis Duty, fometimes by gentle Means, 
fometimés by Reprimands, fometimes by paternal Cor- 
regions. . We have more than once taken him along

into ‘his Hands’ a Sort of Regency in ‘the Empire, in 
order to form “him in the Art-of (Government. We 
have afterwards fent him into foreign Countries, vin 
Hopes, that feeing in his Travels Governments fo well 
regulated, this'would excite in-him an Inclination to ap- 
ply himfelf to do well. But all our Care hasbeen fruit- 
lef, and like the Seed of ‘the Doétrine fallen upon a 
tock ; For he has not only refufed to follow that which 
is good, but even is come to hate it, He only and 
continually converfed “withdiforderly Perfons, whofe 
Morals were abominable. 

As we were refolved to endeavour by all imaginable 
Means to reclaim him, and infpire him with an Incli- 
nation to converfe with Perfons of Virtue and Honour, 
we exhorted him to chufe'a Confort among the Princef- 
fes of the chief foreign Houfes, as is ufual in other 
Countries, and hath been pratifed by our Anceftors, the 
Czars of Mufcovy s and weleft him at fall Liberty to 
make a Choice. He declared his Inclination for the 
Princes, Grand:Daughter to the Dake of Wolfenbuttle 
then reigning, Sifter-in-Law to the Emperor of the Ro- 
mans how reigning, and Coufin to the King of Great 
Britain ; and having defired us to procure him that Al- 
liance, and permit him to marry that Princefs; we rea- 
dily confented thereunto, without any Regard to the 
great Expence which’ was occafioned by that Marriage. 
But after its Confummation; we found ourfelves: difap- 
pointed of the Hope’ we had, that the Change of the 
Condition of our Son would produce a Change in his bad 
Inclinatioris, but’ found quite the Reverfe of what was 
expe&ted : For notwithftanding his Spoufe was, as far as 
we have been able to obferve, a wife, {prightly Princefs, 
and of a*virtuous Conduct, he lived with her in the greateft 
Difunion; while he-redoubled * his Affection: for lewd 
People, bringing thereby a Difgrace upon our Houfe 
before thé foreign Princes, ‘to-whom that Princefs was-re- 

lated, 
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lated,*:which-drew upon us many Reproaches.. 'Thefe 
Advices and. Exhortations. proved. ineffectual :, On the 
contrary, he violated at laft the conjugal Faith, and gave 
his AffeGtion to. a Proftitute of the mof.fervile. Condi- 
tion, living. publickly in that Crime with her, to the 
great Contempt of his lawful. Spoufe, who foon „after 
died of Sicknëfss and it, was believed, that her. Grief, oc- 
cafioned by the Life of\ her Husband, haftened, the, End 
of her Days. * 

When we faw his Refolution to perfevere in his vi- 
cious Courfe, we declared to him at.the Funeral of his 
Confort, that if he did not for the future conform: him- 
felf to our Will, and apply himfelf to. Things becoming 
a Prince, we would deprive him. of the Succeffion, with- 
out any Regard to his being our. only. Son, (our fecond 
Son not then being born); becaufe we would rather chufe 
for our Succeffor a Stranger worthy thereof, than an un- 
worthy Son; that we could not leave our Empire to fuch 
a Succefior, who would. ruin what the Father hath, by 
God's Affiftance, eftablithed, and tarnith the Glory of 
the Ruffian Nation, for the acquiring of which we had 
facrificed our Eafe and. our Health, willingly expofing 
our own Life onfeveral Occafions + Befides, that.the. Fear 
of _God’s Judgment. would not permit us to leave the 
Government of fuch vaft: Territories in the Hands of one 
whofe. Infufficiency and Unworthinefs. we were not ig- 
norant of, In. fhort, we exhorted him; in. the mot 
prefling Terms, to behave himéelf with Difcretion,.and 
gave him.'Time to repent and return.to his Duty. 

His Anfwer to thefe Remonitrances was, That he ac- 
knowledged himfelf guilty in all thefe Points; but al- 
ledging the Weaknefs of his Genius, which. did not: per- 
mit him to apply himfelf to. the Fun@tions recommended 
to him, he owned himfelf uncapable. of our Succeffion, 
defiring us to’difcharge him from the fame. 

Neverthelefs, we continued to exhort him with pater- 
nal Affeétion, and joining Menaces. to. our Exhortations, 
we forgot nothing to bring him back to the right Way ; 
and the Operations of, War having obliged us to repair 
to Denmark, we. left: him at Petersburgh, to give him 
Time to return. to his Duty. And. afterwards,. upon 
the repeated Advices we received of the Continuation of 

his 
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his diforderly Life, we fent-him: Orders to\come-tovus at 
Copenhagen, to make the Campaign, that'he-might there- 
by the better form himfelfs. But forgetting the Fear. and 
Commandments of God, whovenjoins Obedience even to 
private Parents, and much more to thofe who are-at. the 
fame Time Sovereigns, our paternal Cares jad no other 
Return than an unheard-of Ingratitude.. For, inftead of 
coming to us’asshe was ordered, he withdrew, taking 
along with him great Sums of Money, and his infamous 
Concubine, with whom he continued to live in a'crimi- 
nal Coarfe. He put himfelf under the Protedtion of the 
Emperor, raifing againft us a World of Calumnies and 
falfe Reports, as if we did perfecute, and intended, with- 
out Caute, to deprive’him of our Succefiion ; alledging, 
that-even his Life was not fafe if he continued with us, 
and defiring the Emperor not only to give him Refuge, 
but alfo to protect him againft us by Force of Arms.— 
The Emperor, tho’ informed of his Exceflés, and how 
he had lived with his Confort, Sifter-in-Law to his Im- 
perial Majefty, thought fit, upon his prefing Inftances, 
to appoint a Place where he might refides and he defir- 
ed farther, that he might be fo private: there, that we 
might not come to the Knowledge of it. 

Mean while, his long Stay having made us fear, that 
fome Misfortune had befallen him, we fent Perfons fe- 
veral Ways to get Intelligence of him; and after a great 
deal of Trouble, we were at laft informed by the Cap- 
tain of our Guard, Alexander Romanzoff, that he was 
privately kept in an Imperial Fortrefs in yro/: Where- 
upon we wrote a Letter with our own Hand to the Em- 
peror, to’defire: that he might be: fent back to us. But 
notwithftanding the: Emperor’s acquainting him with our 
Demands, and exhorting him to return tous, and fub- 
mit to our Will; yet he: alledged, with a great many 
Calumnies againft us, that he ought not to be delivered 
into our’ Hands ; as if we had been a Tyrant, from whom 
he! had nothing to expeé&t but Death. In fhort, he-per- 
fuaded his Imperial Majefty, inftead of fending him 
back at that Time to us, to remove him to Wapés in 
Fah, and ‘keep him there fecretly in the Caftle, under 
a borrowed Names 

Never- 
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Neverthele’s,:we had. Notice: from) our faid Captain 
of the Place where he was, and thereupon difpatched to 
the Emperor our Privy Councillor Peter Tolfoy, and the 
Captain of our Guard aforefaid, with a .mott, preffing 
Letter; reprefenting how unjuft it would be.todetain our 
Son, contrary to all ‘Laws divine and human ; accord- 
ing to'which private Parents, and:with much more Rea» 
fom thofe who are invefted with Sovereign Authority, 
have an-unlimited Power over their Children, indepen- 
dantly of any other Judge: And we fet forth on one 
Side, the juft and affectionate Manner with which we 
had always uféd our Son; and on the other, his. Difo- 
bedience ; reprefenting, inthe Conclufion, the ill Con- 
fequences the Refufal of delivering wp our faid Son to us 
might occafion; becaufe we could not leave this Affair 
jn that Condition. We ordered thofe we fent with that 
Letter to make verbal Reprefentations even in more 
prefling Terms, and declare that we fhould be obliged 
to revenge, by all poffible Means, fuch detaining of our 
Son. 

We wrote likewife to him a Letter with our. own 
Hand, to reprefentito him the Impiety of his Conduct, 
and the Enormity of the Crime he had. committed a- 
gaint us, his Father ; and how God threatned, in his 
Laws, to punih difobedient Children. - We threatned 
him, asa Father, with our Curfe, and, as his Lord, to 
declare hima Traitor to his Country, unlefs he returned 
and-obeyed our Commands; and gave him Aflurances, 
that if he did as we defired, we would pardon his 
Crime. 

Our Envoys, after many Solicitations, and the above- 
faid Reprefentation made by: usin Writing, at laft ob- 
tained Leave of the Emperor to go and. speak. to our 
Son, ‘in order to difpofe him to return Home. ‘The Im- 
perial Minifters gave them, atthe fame Time, to under- 
ftand, ‘that our Son had informed: the Emperor that we 
perfected him, and that his Life was not fafe with us, 
whereby he had moved the -Emperor’s Compaffton; but 
that the Emperor, taking now into his Confideration our 
true. Reprefentations, promifed he would, give Orders to 
endeavour, by all poffible Means, to difpofe him to re- 
turh to us, and would moreover declare to him that “

could- not in Juftice refufe to deliver him upto his Fa- 
ther, and fall out with usonthat Account. 

Our Envoys, upon their Arrival at Naples, having de- 
fired to deliver to him our Letter, {ent us word, that he 
did not only refufe to admit them, but that the Empe: 
ror’s Viceroy had found Means, by inviting him home 
to his Houfe, to prefent them to him afterwards againft 
his Will. He did then indeed receive our Letter, con- 
taining our Paternal Exhortation, and threatning our 
Curfe; but without fhewing the Jeaft Inclination to return ; 
alledging ftilla great many Falfities againit us, as if, by 
Realon of feveral Dangers he had to apprehend from us, 
he could not and would not return; and boaftine, thatthe 
Emperor had promifed not only to proteét againit 
us, but evento fet him upon the Throne of R f 
our Will, by Force of Arms. 

Our Envoys, perceiving this evil Difpofition, try’d al 
imaginable Ways to prevail with him to return : They 
intreated him ; they expatiated upon our Affurances to- 
wards him, and upon our Threats in Cafe of Difobedi- 
ence. They declared, that the Emperor would not en- 
ter into a War with us on his Account; and many other 
Reprefentations did they make to him. But-he paid no 
Regard to all this, neither fhewed any Inclination to 
return to us, till the Imperial Viceroy, convinced of his 
Obftinancy, told him in the Emperor’s Name, that he 
ought to return ; for that his Imperial Majefty could not 
keep him from us, : nor embroil himfelf with us upon 
his Account. 

When he faw how the Cafe ftood, he at length refolv- 
ed to return Home, and declared his Mind to our En- 
voys, and to the Imperial Viceroy. He likewife wrote 
the fame Thing to us, acknowledging himfelf a Crimi- 
nal: And in this Manner he is arrived here. 

And albeit how our Son, by fo long a Courfe of Dif- 
obedience againft us his Father and Lord, and particu- 
Jarly for the Difhonour he hath caft upon us in the Face 
of the World, by withdrawing himfelf, and raifing Ca- 
lumnies of us, and for oppofing his Sovereign, hath de- 
ferved to be punifhed with Death: Neverthelefs, our pa- 
ternal Affection inclines us to have Mercy upon him, 
and we therefore pardon his Crimes, and exempt him

Accordingly on the 
n4th, before Break of Day, the Guards and Garrifon of 
the; City were pofted round. the Caftle,, to fecure all-the 
Gates and. Avenues ;.and Orders-were fent toall his Ma- 
jefty’s Minifters,, Boyars, and Councillors, to repair to 
the great Hallini the Caftle,..and: to the Clergy to af- 
femble in the Cathedral... Then: the great Bell was.toll’d, 
and the Prince was brought in as.a/Prifoner 3. and being 
carried into: the Czar’s. Prefence, who was ftanding in 
the Hall, prefented, a Writing to his Majefty, contain.

‘The Corpfe of the Bifhop 
was burnt ; but his Head, with. thofe of Kikin, and the 
other Ruffian, were put on high Poles, on the 4 Corners 
ofa f{quare Wall ere€ted for that Purpofe, and. the, em- 
paled Corpfe of Glebo placed in the Middle. Bakla- 
nofsky, the Czar’s Page, and fome Nuns, had their Sen- 
tence mitigated, but {uffered fevere corporal Punifhments. 
This Baklanoftky had been the Spy of Kikin, even in the 
Czar’s Clofet, and when the Czar was writing an. Order 
to Prince Menzikoff,.to fend Kikin Prifoner to Mo/cow, he 
ftood behind him all that Time, and. going dire&tly to 
the Pot Houfe, difpatched an Exprefs to-Kikin: at Peten/- 
burgh, who arrived there almoft at the fame Time with

Czax’s Treafury.; fhe made this Anfwer: J fj? sielded 
toone Man's Will cut. of Force,---henceforth no other feall 
come near me. 

The Emperor of Germany being-not.at-all-fatished with 
fome Expreffions ufed in» the’ Czar’s!Manifetto, particu- 
larly where+it fays; ‘* That his Imperial Majefty had. not 
only advifed ‘that unfortunate -Prince to return-Home, 
but even threatned to-refufe him his Proteétion, ifthe did 
not comply with his ‘Father's Defires his Imperial Ma- 
jefty notified to the Diet.of the Empire, | That the.Czar 
had been:mifinformed in that Point; and: that he -had 
never perfuaded that Prince to return Homes /On-the 
contrary, that if he had intimated:to ‘his Imperial Ma- 
jetty his Refolution not te do fo, he would not haye re- 
fufed him his’ -Proteétion, to which he had fo jut a 
Claim, both by the Lawof Nations, and by his being 
fo nearly related to him. ‘The Emperor wrote, on this 
Occafion, a Letter to the fame Purport to his Czarith 
Majefty. 

The Czar arrived at Peterfourgh, from Mafeow, on 
the 4th of Apri/, and immediately went to the Dock, 
and ordered the Men of War newly built there -to be 
launched, as foon as the Harbour was clear of Ice. His 
Majefty having taken Umbrage at the Armament made 
by the States General, at this Time, for the Baltick, as 
if it were defigned to compel Steden to make a feparate 
Peace with the King of Great Britain, Prince Kurakin, 
his Ambaflador, prefented a Memorial to the States: on 
that Subject ; and their High Mightineffes being diffa- 
tisfied with fome Expreffions ufed by that Minifler, it 
was refolved that their Deputies for foreign Affairs fhould 
make an Anfwer to the faid Memorial, which was com- 
municated accordingly. After expreffing their High 
Mightinefles Surprize at the Contents of the faid Writ- 
ing, and at the Information given to his Czarith Ma- 
jefty, it fets forth, That their High Mightineffes 
have hitherto obferved an exa€t Neutrality in Relation 
to the War in the North, and their Intention is to con-

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tinue the fame ; but that the Damage’they: have hitherto 
fuffered by that Wary has °made .themy always wifh that 
it might be entirely terminated, the fooner the better, by 
a'general Peace; and: thateif their High. Mightinefles 
could in any Manner contribute to` it, with the’ Confent 
of all the Parties that are in the War, they should be ex- 
tremely willing to do it. 
mae the ae End:of May, the frk Conference was 
held between the Plenipotentiaries of the Czar andthe 
ing of Savedén, at Aland, to which Place the Treaty 
was transferred from Abo, by the Defire of Baron Gorig. 
The Rufian Fleet was, atthe fame Time; ready to put to 
Sea from Cron/lor, which the Czar intended. to command 
in Perfon ; and an Interview was likewife projected be- 
tween the King of Pru/fa and his Majefty at Memet : 
But when his Pra/fan Majefty had been 2 Days at that 
‘Town, in Expe€tation\of feeing him; the Czar waso- 
bliged to fend an Excufe, on Accountiof fome important 
Affairs which required his Prefence at Pererfburgh.

IE O S T People imagined, upon the Executic 
=F of fo many confiderable Perfons, that the 
oy whole Butinefs of the Cor {piracy was h- 
YAL ed, and that the Grand Inquifition would 
WED be fet afide: But it foon appeared, to the 
Aftonifhment of every one, that all the Tortures mad 
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fe of at Mofcow, had not been fufficient to difcover thé 
whole Tyuth of that Affair ; nor would they have been 
able to draw more Light from the remaining Prifoners, 
had not the Myftery been unravelled by intercepted 
Letters, The Czar therefore faw himfelf neceffitat- 
ed to eftablith a fecond High-Court of Juftice. To this 
End he convoked the Chief of the Ruffian Clergy, with 
all poflible Speed, to Peterfourgh : And having befides e» 
ftablifhed another Court, confifting of the Minifters, Se= 
Dators, Governors, Generals, and fuperior Officers 
of his Guards, his Majefty, for eight feveral Days, 
continued fome Hours on his Knees, imploring God, 
with Abundance of Tears, to infpire him with fuch 
Thoughts as the Honour of his holy Name, and 
the Welfare of the Ruffian Nation required.

But the Death of the King of Saveden, whofe 
Ambition had given too much Umbrage to his Neigh- 
bours, had changed the Difpofitions of all Europe with 
regard to that  defolated Kingdom... The Proteftant 
Powers efpecially deliberated, whether it could be for 
their Intereft to fuffer the Czar to tear from it its beft 
Provinces, The King of Great Britain had concluded 
with France the famous Quadruple Alliance, in which it 
was ftipulated, that the Enemy of any one of the con- 
tracting Powers fhould be deemed fo to all the reft ; 
For which Reafon France took Pains to reconcile Suwe- 
den with the King of Great Britain, and fucceeded in her 
Defign ; and his Britannick Majefty going this Summer 
to Hanover, nominated the Lord Carteret to be his Am- 
baffador at the Court of Sveden, whither Colonel Baffe- 
went before, being charged with the Affairs of that 
Electorate. His Excellency the Lord Carteret arrived at 
Gottenbourg the 18:h of June, andin a few Days after 
at Stockholm. His firft Care being to remove the Difi- 
culties relating to the Navigation of the Britié Subjects 
in the Balick, he prefented a Memorial to the Queen 
of Saveden, which had all the defired Effet; her Majeity’s 
Anfwer containing all the Conceffions that the Court of 
Great Britain could expe&t. Having thus adjufted the 
Affairs of Commerce, the Minifters of the King of 
Great Britain, with thofe of Sqveden, entered into adou- 
ble Treaty ; the firft containing a Renovation ofthe Al- 
liance between Great Britain and Sweden, and. the other 
between her, Swedi Majefty and the Ele&tor of Hano- 
wer... by thele Treaties Bremen and Verden were to res 
main 
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main with the King of Great Britain, for a Million of 
Crowns to be paid upon ‘the Ratification of them ; and 
i fe the War ould continue in the North, his Bri- 

mick Majefty obliged himfelf not only to pay an annual 


Subfidy of 300,000 Crowns to Savede7, but to a@ with 
his Force againit the Czar, and to procure for Saveden the 
Reftitution of her Provinces, and of his States to the 
Duke of Ho/fein. A fhort Time after the King of Pru/: 


fia, for the Ceffion of Sreiz and its Diftriés, made a 


lreaty with the Queen of ‘Sveden, very much the fame 
with that of the King of Great Britain. 

His Czarifh Majetty, before he was thoroughly ac- 
quainted with thefe Negotiations, confidering how great 
a Check the Maritime Powers might be to his Defigns, 
endeavoured to keep fair with them, by communicating 
a Declaration to their Minifters of his Readinef to grant 
thema free Commerce, under certain ReflriGions relating 
to particular Commodities, and of his Defire to live in A- 
mity with them. But on the 3d of Fuly, the Enghip 
Admiral, Sir Fob Norris, arrived with his Squadron of 
Men of War in the Road of Cupembagen, which very little 
pleafed his Czarifh Majefty, who, at his firft coming into 
the Baltick; had wrote the Admiral a Letter, dated on 
board the Jngermanland Man of War, of the Mufcovite 
Fleet, June the 7th, 1719.0.S. and requiring him to 
fend in Writing the Occafion of his coming into the 
Baltick, particularly whether he was to commit an; 
Hoftilities againft him, or his Dominions. ‘The Admi- 
ral anfwered him in the mildeft Manner, defirmg he 
would fend to’ the King, his Mafter, to be fatisfied of 
his good Intentions. But his Letter was fo far from ma- 
king the Czar eafy, that he faw himéelf not only aban- 
doned by his Allies, but thofe Allies gone over to his E- 
nemy. As foon as he perceived this Change of Affairs, 
he went about executing the Defcent with which he had 
threatened Sweden. And to oblige them to hearken to 
Propofitions of Peace, and to give the Publick an Ac- 
count of the Motives of this Expedition, which could 
not but prove very bloody, he publifhed a Manifefto 
from on Board his Fleet, in order to vindicate his own 
Conduct from the Behaviour of her Swed Majefty. The 
Queen of Sweden anfwered by a Counter-Manifetto ;

rih Majefty had difperfed over the Kingdom: of

Obftacles which prevented a’ folid Peace, to Caufes that 
were nothing lefs than real; her Majefty not doubting 
but her Subjects would very ealily fee thro’ the Artifice 
of that Writing, which:came from her avowed Enemy, 
to make falfe Impreflions on them 3 and perfuaded her- 
felf, that they were convinced of her Difpofitions to pro- 
cure Repofe to her Kingdom by a good Peace ; but that 
what had hitherto prevented it, was that, by the Condi 
tions offered to her, the Czar was for referving to him = 
felf all that he had taken from Sweden, except Fi 
although it was he himfelf f who had firit undertak 

War, and had continued it all along with the utm 

verity ; having burnt and plunder’ d many Places, ever 
whi the Negotiations of Peace were going on. Her 
Ma ijefty left her Subjects to judge what they ° were to ex- 
pe& from the Proximity of fuch a Neighbour, who wa 
in a Condition to penetrate even into the Heart of 
Kingdom with his Arms; and if it would n 
he 1ourable for them to follow the Steps of 
liant Anceftors, than fuffer themfelves to be 
the vain Promifes of their Enemies, and dr 
themfelvyes a Yoke, which would prove more -iniup- 
portable than Death itfelf. 

It was high pepe indeed, to think of oppofing œ the 
Ruffians, who had already ruined feveral Marit ime Pla- 
ces in Sweden 5 their Expedition being conducted in the 
following Manner: Admiral Apraxin having held a 
Council at the Ifland of Capel, took his Courte towards

His Royal “Highnef s therefore departed for 
Tuna, where the Army was formed, conf fifting of 14,000

On the 30th the Prince of Hefe-Cafel caufed his Army 
to advance towards the Sea, and took up his Quarters at 
Fours-Holm, about a League and a half from the City.

Ass it was in thofe Places that the moft confiderable 
Mines of the Kingdom lay, the Ruin of them wa 

They did not 
fpare even the Lands of Torao, belonging to M. Rumpf 
the Refident of the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces. On the firt of dugui 2000 Ruffans landed at 
Oflerwick, near the Sader-Zelge, and obliged a {mall De- 
tachment of Svedi/b Troops to retire, with the Lofs of 
three or four Men. The Enemy thought: the Ruffans 
had a Defign to land all their Forces at that Place; but 
they only fet Fire to the Town of Suder-Telve, of which 
one half was reduced to Afhes, and atthe Approach of a 
Regiment of Horfe, they retired to their Gallies. On the 
ad the Ru ffi ans burnt feveral other Towns and Houfes about 
Suder-Telge, and endeavoured to fet Fire to the Woods 
to ruin the Mine-Works, Some of the Ruffian Troops 
were repulfed, and feveral of their Men taken Prifon- 
ers. Others went into Ofrogothia, where they did irre- 
parable’ Damage. On ‘the Northern Coat th y burnt 
farflenar and Ortula, where there were Mines reat 
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Confequence, In) the Night between the 6th and oth 
they took a little Fort near Nékoping, defended only shy 
30 Men. They afterwards burnt the Town, that was 
well peopled, and carried on a-confiderable Trade. Five 
thoufand Ruffians, a little after, feized on Loffta, which 
was a Mine Sioa whence the beft Iron in the whole 
Kingdom was taken : They carried 13; 000 Tons of it 
on’ Board ‘their Gallies,: and afterwards ruined- the 
Works. The Inhabitants sat Norkoping, underftar ding how 
the Town of Nikoping had been ufed, chofe to fet Fire 
themfelves to their own Town, after they had drawn out 
their bet Effeéts. It would by difficult to enter into an 
exact Detail of all the Executions of the A ws at this 
Time + But we muft content ourfelves with the Accounts 
publithed at Peter/ourgh by Order of the Saas ir, to eter- 
nize the nemor of them.
